A scrupulous punctuality in Performing my Engagements with the Company 
and the exertion of every means in my power to obtain the good opinion and merit 
the friendly Support of your Lordship have failed to excite a favorable Sentiment 
towards me or to procure for me the Security of those rights whieh attach to my 
Situation and are engrafted on the Laws of Nations. 


Those facts my Lord have on former Occasions often produced the most painfull 
reflections and conveyed tomy bosom the Severest affliction —- your Lordship’s - 
letters of the 24 and 26 Ultimo have received them in my mind : armed them 
with additional weapons and called my particular attention to the distressing infor- 
mation that instead of assistance I am to experience all the rigor of your Lordship’s 
Displeasure. i

In. the former of those letters your Lordship is pleased to say that M7 Francis 
-Tautour has received your Lordsisip’s permission to institate a Suit or Suits, against 
“my property, in the Court of the Recorder ; and in the latter your Lordship tells me 

that he has taken out a writ of Execution against the house commonly called 
Mackay’s Garden which is to be executed by the proper Officer of the Court. 


Long Accustomed as I have been to drink of the embittered cup of Misfortune 
«prepared for me by those whom I loved and esteemed, and encounter the Shafts of 
unkindness aimed at my breast by those whom I had a right to regard as my Sincer- 
-æst Friends, yet your Lordship’s Communications have penetrated my Soul, plunged 
“me into Grief hitherto unknown, and thrown over my infant prospects of tranquility 
and happiness, the gloomy mantles of melancholy and despair. Have not my recent 
-acts my Lora given to me the fairest Claims on your Lordship’s Indulgence and has 
not my conduct created for me just pretensions to your Lordship’s protection ! Con- 
‘scious rectitude my Lord had tanght me to raise the most Sanguine expectations on 
those premises, and emboldens me to assert that I de not deserve the severity witb 
“which I am treated. 


At the Moment when your Lordship favoured the objects of M7. Lautour and by 
giving a Sanction to his purposes enabled him to pursue them with So much success, 
Yam Perauaded that your Lordship conceived him to be entitled to the aid which 
your Lordship thus afforded to him and that it would have been an act of injustice 
to withhold it from him. —— Just and Generous as your Lordship is and represent- 
ing as your Lordship does the most just and Generous nation in the World, I am 
bound to receive this Sentiment and I embraee it with infinite Satisfaction — yet my 
Lord J submit, there was a Consideration which onght to have induced your 
Lordship to pause for a Moment, something due to the most ancient ally of the 
Company which might, had it occurred to your Lordship’s recollection, have operated 
a change in the measure which your Lordship had in Contemplation. 


Your Lordship assures me that in the progress of the disagreable Business 
your Lordship will be ready to guard my personal rights and dignity and those of 
my family from any encroachment. Permit me my Lord to offer to your Judgement 
that the Character of a Vackeel although Sent by the most ‘insignificant Power has 
ever been regarded as Sacred and that his Property as well as his person has always 
been guarded with a jealous care by the Courts of Judicature established at Madras, 
-and Surely, my Lord, my rights as Sovereign of the Carnatie cannot be less 
than those of a Vackeel. If they were, the person accredited in that capacity would 
be cloathed in greater priviledges and enjoy more extensive immunities than the 
prince whom he represents and from whom he derives all his political consequence. 
This Your Lordship will doubtless say is in opposition to reason and a departure 
from that principle whieh pervades the Rule in allusion — Then my Lord I know 
not upon what principle or by what rule, protection is refused to my Property and 
that it is given up to the Power of M" Francis Lautour: your Lordship bas 
indeed said that “it is ineumbent on your Lordship to respect the rights of 
Individuals under the protection of the British Laws, and to Secure to them the free 
-operation of that Law within the Jurisdiction of the Recorder’s Court.” Itis nat 
for me to Submit to your Lordship that in the particular case of M= Francis 
Lautour the British Laws afford no protection and that the Sentiments of the Com- 
pany are hostile to it. A Suggestion may possibly be raised to support the propo-_ 
sition that although the transaction M? Francis Lautour has brought forward 
originated in the Durbar yet that dates and cirenmstances render it completely legal, 
but should your Lordship be desirous of ascertaining the real Fact I hesitate not in 
assuring your Lordship that such a proposition is totally unfounded and that the 
‘Contrary is the truth whieh I have the means of establishing beyoud the Power of 
refutation — but although this may be very necessary for your Lordship’s Infor- 
mation itis a Point of which I do not intend to take an advantage: If I were 
restricted to the mere operation of the Lawit could not be as your Lordship? well 
knows the municipal Law of any particular Country, but my reliance would of 
necessity be placed as} have already Submited to your Lordship on the laws of 
Nations to which alone I am amenable. 
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In the present Instance my Lord I shall appeal to the milder influence of. 
Equity, and trust that with your Lordship such appeal will be Successfull; your- 
Lordship’s justice has been Abused and your Lordship’s Generosity has been imposed: 
upon by M" Francis Lautour who has presented to your Lordship’s Notice demands 
on me which have No existence in reality and made use of assertions which he 
cannot Support. He has obtained your Lordship’s Sanction to prosecute those 
demande in the Court of the Recorder for the purpose of avoiding an investigation 
which would in the result over-whelm him in Shame and Confusion, aul demonstrate- 
to your Lordship that I have keen greatly wronged and injured. He knows that 
J cannot appear in the Court of the Recorder to maintain my Rights and although 
the actions which he has there brought forward are against my property yet my 
name does not appear in them, they are like his Demands fictitious and by Such. 
means he has well founded hopes to elude the penetration of the excellent and 
worthy personage who presides there. i 

Your Lordship has observed in the letter of the 24" that it was your Lordship’s- 
earnest wish “that the Claims of M! Franois Lautour Should be adjusted without 
the Necessity of an appeal to a public tribunal ” and that therefore your Lordship- 
«had Permitted him to attend my Durbar at my request °? Ever anxious of render- 
ing ample justice to all mankind as far as it has lain in my power to do so, I have 
at all times patiently listened to the representations of those who have had any 
Clain.s on me, and never Suffered trifling errors to interrupt their expectations of 
Success. In the Same manner I was particularly desirous of acting by M: Francis 
Lautour, but the Moment he appeared at my Durbar he peremptorily refused 
a general investigation and insisted that the accounts closed in 1797 should 
not be opened. The pretexts which he offered on the occasion were various but 
the fact is he knew that those accounts would not bear enquiry and therefore he 
shrunk from it. He was driven to the necessity of confessing that they were errone- 
ous but he notwithstanding positively refused any interference with them. They 
were closed he said and should not again be opened. From those accounts he stated, 
a balance against me of 59,861 Pagodas when in fact it was in my favor to the 
‘Amount of 46486 Pagodas' and which upon an examination of those accounts would 
be Completely and Clearly established. His Reasons then for resisting a general: 
investigation are obvious — he was afraid of being obliged to relinquish so large a 
Sum as the difference noticed, would when adjusted lead to; but he had other 
apprehensions of perhaps much more importance which he imagined would be 
realised in consequence of the investigation were it allowed to take place. - 

In vain did I solicit his concurrence to a measure that had for its object strict 
and impartial justice — ln vain did I assure him that I would not adhere to a rigorous 
observance of circumstances that might be in my favor but that actuated by the 
most liberal motives I would satisfy his mind beyond his expectations provided: 
he would Consent to an Investigation of all the transactions that had existed between 
bim and my Durbar which I observed were of such recent dates that their parti- 
eulars must be in the recollection of every one who had been connected with them. 
In vain did I desire him to leave them to the decision of six Gentlemen three to be- 
chosen on his part and three on mine promising that in the event of a disagreement 
in their opinion mine should be “in his favor — My Lord I want not to deprive 
M: Francis Lautour of any part of his rights it has always been my wish that he 
should possess them to their utmost extent and had he acquiesced in the investigation 
required I was disposed to have exceeded the balance that should have appeared to- 
be due to him. But my Lord no man will easely submit to imposition and be teld 
that he is bound to view it in the light of Justice and the more particularly 
when such imposition is used as an instrument to injure him in the good opinion of 
his friends and traduce hie character to the whole World. 

I am bopefull that I have adduced Suflicient Facts and Circumstances to convince 
your Lordship that if the claims of M" Fiancis autour have not been adjusted the 
‘blame rests with bim that he has resisted every effort made by me to the end and 
Opposed arbitrary will to awicable intentions: as a further proof of my Disposition 
and the Sincerity of my wishes towards the Arrangement alluded to by your Lord- 
sbip I refrained from sending into Government my observations on M! Francis 
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Lautour’s Remarks and whieh I understand have long been in your Lordship’s 
posseasion—I now feel myself reduced to the necessity of Submitting them to your 
Lordsbip’s Consideration and they accompany this in the State in which they 
were Committed to paper Some months ago —- In the name those of the King and 
people of great Britain in the name of the Company and the Law of Nation I call 
upon your Lordship and earnestly entreat that protection to which Iam entitled for 
the Security of my Property against the injustice, imposition and oppression of 
M: Francis Lautour.

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I have experienced So much uneasiness from the Correspondence that has taken 
place between your Lordship and myself on the Subject of a Money transaction be- 
tween the Durbar and M'. Francis Lautour that I hesitated some time before I could 
determine on the present address which I assure your Lordship is influenced by 
motives very different to those that have been ascribed to me. 


Your Lordship in the first Instance of M! Francia Lautour’s complaints against 
me was pleased to espouse his cause with more than common warmth and to give full 
credit to all his assertions, and as he has obtruded himself upon your Lordship with 
remarks on the aecounts made up and delivered to him by my servants and in all 
probability with further insinuations to my prejudice I have in consequence 
deemed it necessary to communicate my sentiments to your Lordship lest it might 
be said that 1 had tacitly admitted the Facts which those remarks affect to support. 


I canno} condescend to any alteration with M" Francis Lautour: but with 
your Lordship I chearfully obey the impulse of my Feelings and enter into a justifica- 
‘tion of my conduct which has been calumniated by M: Francia Lautour in his 
Correspondence with the Government of Fort Saint George. 


I undertake this task the more anxiously as it is possible that the injurious 
aspersions heaped upon me by M?” Francis Lautour may not be confined to this 
country but obtain some respectable channel through which they may pass to my 
Friends the Company and if they appear before them unnoticed by me, the natural 

_ conclusion willbe that conscious of having acted unjustly I had imagined that silence 
would best avail me, 


I shall not however tfeespass largely on your Lordship’s time; all that I, have to 
say and all that becomes me to say on the occasion will be confined within very 
eirenmecribed limits and had your Lordship dore me the common justice of Calling 
for the aecounts of the Durbar before any Judgement bad been formed on the unsup- 
ported claims of M" Francis Lautour: If I bad been fully heard before your Lord- 
ship had thought proper to Condemn me F should not at this time have been 
reduced to the necessity of vindicating my acts or Complaining of unredressed wrongs. 

The moment M! Francis Lautour pressed forward with accusations against 
me he was listened to with particular attention by your Lordship and [ received from 
your Lordship a Letter Couched in the Strongest and most Severe Language. In ac- 

_ knowledging that letter I urged those assurances which when contemplated with. 
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particular circumstances and connected with relative situations, [ had thought would. 
have been perfectly satisfactory to your Lordship; yet your Lordship altogether 
unmindfull of them continued to rely on the statements of M: Francis Lautour 
artfully and fallaciously coloured for the purpose of rousing your Lordship’s, resent- 
ments and So insure success to the objects which he had in view ; and in a Succeed- 
ing letter your Lordship wae pleased to threaten me with the most alarming 
Consequences, the result of the energies of Government against me if I did not 
on a particular day deliver up to M* Francis Lautour a part of my property which 
he had unjustly Claimed and Arbitrarily insisted on with your Lordship. 

I felt the hardship imposed upon me by your Lordship as 2 man—it wounded 
me to the Soul—not as to the thing in, dispute, that was a trifle altogether insignifi- 
éant—it was those Considerations which I need not detail or deserible that gave me 
pain, However, humiliating as it must appear to every one who does not know my 
disposition nor the Spring of my actions, I resolved on yielding obedience to your 
Lordship’s peremptory commands. The friendship I have ever borne towards the 
Company made me shudder at the effects that might follow refusal. Possibly your 
Lordship may say that self consideration had some weight with me and I candidly 
avow to your Lordship that I had—I dreaded that from your Lordship’s decided 
Determination I had reason to expect a military Force within the walls of my 
Palace and the terror and Consternation that might be occasioned by the Measure in 
the minds of the Ladies of my Family—-I had once experienced it and impressed by 
those and various other Circumstances I delivered up to M: Francis Lautour the 
day previous to that named by your Lordship for the purpose the Ameer Bagh in 
which your Lordship has ever Since that time resided. 

This concession on my part M” Francis Lautour has regarded as made to 
himself and endeavoured to infer from it an acknowledgement that I had done him 
-an injury in so long withholding from him that which he had a right to possess: but 
your Lordship knows that he has deceived himself and that I gave up the Ameer 
Bagh not from choice but compulsion after having Shewn to your Lordship that the 
right of possession attached alone and that M". Francis Lautour had not even the 
Shadow of pretension to it, submitting to your Lordship at the same time that Mt 
Porcher from whom M! Francis Lautour received that house as Security fora Sum 
of Money then due knew and knowledged that right, and that by agreement I held 
the tree use of that and three other Houses (which 1 enumerated to your Lordship) 
for the purpose of Accommodating my Friends and my Family and M! Francis 
Lautour never pretended that he had any other Powers beyond those possessed by 
M? Porcher. 

Here my Lord I cannot forbear remarking that I must by Some proceeding to 
me altogether unknown have incurred your Lordship’s extreme Displeasure or your 
Lordship never would have given the Sanction of your Lordship’s Government to 
M. Francis Lautoar’s Claims on the Durbar and in effect insisted with me that I 
should positively discharge them upon his own representations at atime when your 
Lordship in obedience to the express orders of the Company was holding out the 
severest punishments to those who had any money transactions thea or who even 
paid to me a visit of Compliment and I submit to your Lordship’s wisdom what the 
world must think of me when your Lordship so circumstanced could act with So 
much Solicitude and decision in favor of M! Francis Lautour who had boldly con- 
fessed to your Lordship that he was deeply involved in transactions with the Durbar 
and that his Demands whieh he called upon your Lordship to aid and support rested 
entirely on loans of Money to me, The world who judge of Circumstances only and 
who conceive without the power of combining them will naturally say that your 
Lordship must have been stimulated by some extraordinary motives to which some 
part of my conduct had given rise. 

Thus Countenanced and Sanctioned by your Lordship’s Government against me, 
M: Francis Lautour in the Remarke I have already mentioned has assumed a 
Language. very Different to that which he had been accustomed to use in his com- 
munications with the Durbar and has not only treated with me as his equal but has 
offered me every degree of insult within his Power : The letter in which he tells me

he has forwarded those Remarks to your Lordship is of such a description that I have 
een induced from a sense of Friendship to enclose your Lordship, a Copy of it, and 
in the perusal your Lordship will perceive that he has taken some Freedoms with 
your Lordship’s name which I hope for reasons that are obvious were so taken under 
misconceived opinions, nor can I for one moment believe notwithstanding his asser- 
tion that he would presume so great a contempt of the digaity of the executive 
Government of Fort St. George as to propose to them that they should become his 
assignees. I entreat your Lordship’s serious attention to that Letter and particularly 
to the concluding paragraph of it. 


The impressions that have been made on your Lordship’s mind to my prejudice 
‘by the hardy and unfounded asseverations of M" Francis Lautour will I am 
persuaded yield to the reflections of your Lordship’s Superior Judgement and that 
your Lordship will not entertain those unfavorable sentiments of my character 
which those asseveration were meant to excite. 


Events of a nature so imperious as not to be controlled have sometimes thrown 

me into difficulties and embarrassments, bit I have never with held from aay one his 
right or denied him justice ; I have said to those who have been desirous of press- 
ing me beyond my means “have patience and you shall be satisfied”, To M? 
Francis Latour under the same Circumstances I have urged the same Argument and 
had he met it as he ought to have done, enormously unjust as his demands are, they 
should have been discharged ; but he spurned at every Arrangement which I could 
with propriety make for the purpose ; and proceeded to outrage in the expectation of 
-accomplishing his unfair objects by such violent measures—what I should readily and 
with pleasure have granted as an indulgence and a favor I shall not allow to be 
wrested frome me by force united with abuse and insult. 
: M: Francis Lautour has reviled me before your Lordship and has accused me 
of injustice He has asserted to your Lordship that I owe to him and his Partners 
very large Sums of money advanced to me upon the common rate of Interest that they 
had no other view in making that advance than to assist my distresses and that I 
have abused their Generosity and taking an advantage of my own Situation refused 
to pay what I really and truly owe to them—such charges my Lord must deeply 
affect me and your Lordship will readily conceive how much more severely they 
must be felt when they receive your Lordship’s sanction and Support. 


The accounts which have been drawn up by my Accountants and opposed to 
{hose that had been delivered into your Lordship by M= Francis Lautour will I trust 
‘pe decisive and evince to your Lordship that I have been wronged and injured, and 
that M: Francis Lantour and Company so far from having had any Cause of Com- 
plaint against me were indebted to -me in gratitude for allowing them to benefit so 
largely at my expence and to hold claims against me with ample security for their 
discharge without any objection from me although Such Claims had no foundation in 
right or justice. Those accounts I mean those made up by my Servants have the 
Support of documents that are not to be refuted of this Truth Mr Francis Lautour 
.seems to be prefectly sensible and has therefore not only carefully avoided but has 
Streneously resisted a full and candid discussion of them. 


His Remarks abound with General assertions which as they furnish no argument 
cannot tend to conviction — In the single Instance where he has gone into particulars 
regarding the house purchased from M= Haliburton he has involved a plain simple 
Statement in such obscurity as to render it altogether unintelligible. In his exami- 
nation of this account he has departed from that whieb-he had delivered to your 
Lordship and which my accountants received as their guide. 


He says in his Remarks that when he agreed to look in the Accounts delivered 
-to him by my people he did not suppose that every account that had ever existed 
between him and the Durbar was to be reviewed — and why not, — if those 
accounts are untruly stated they can readily be refuted; if otherwise I ought os at 
least my Character which he has endeavoured to traduce unjustly ought to have the 
benefit of them; but then he asserts that however anxious he might be to explain 
former, balances it would now be impossible as he has searcily any voucher and 
memory may in many Instances be incorrect.— A Merchant the most respectable in

Madras, as M= Francis Lautour is represented to be, must certainly keep regular: 
accounts of the most minute transactions and occurrences ; a recourse therefore to 
memory will be totally unnecessary and respecting the Vouchers—if my people do 
not produce all that M* Lautour has ever delivered they fail in the accounts which 
they have been made out against him. Had your Lordship been preadvised that. 
M: Francis Lautour when making demands on me and calling upon your Lordship - 
to protect them would refuse to go into an investigation of the aceounts ia which 
such demands are stated to have originated, Iam confident that your Lordship 
would have expressed the utmost indignation at his behaviour. 


He positively denies having exacted from me an Interest of twenty four per 
Cent. as shewn in one of the accounts and avers that neither he nor his partners ever- 
agreed for more than twelve per Cent, but then he is necessitated to observe that he 
was obliged to borrow money from others to serve me and to dispose of Company’s 
paper at a considerable loss; that Generally they received a Commission of one per 
Cent and that if the Commiesion.exeseded that Sum it had my Sanction — I know it. 
had and So had the whole transaction between the Durbar and M* Francis Lautour 
and Company, and I have already shewn to your Lordship my reason for making 
objections at this time, and that if M? Francis Lautour had not endeavoured to 

- stigmatize me to your Lordship and to the World as oppressive and unjust, the whole 
of his demands however inequitous and false should have been discharged—To give 
a Color to his assertions and the more readily to inculcate the belief taat I had 
greatly wronged and injured him he assured your Lordship that all his Transactions 
with the Durbar were fair and correct and that he never charged or received more 
than twelve per Cent. M: Francis Lautour has therefore Compelled me to do what I 
have done merely to justify myself and to Shew that in addressing your Lordship he 
has aimed at obtaining your protection by giving utterance to untruths. 


He protests against opening the Account which he says was finally settled in 
December 1797 and he says also that I approved of the correctness of the Accounts. 
on which that Settlement took place. I did approve of those accounts so far as I 
approve of all accounts settled in the Durbar where the parties have yet a running 

~ account,—that is reserving to myself the right of examination at a future day, and 
if I had not reserved that right M7 Francis Lautour has acknowledged under his 
own Signature that I have the power to exercise it, but he insists that such 
Acknowledgement could have relation only to a subsequent Settlement in 1798; this 
M? Francis Lautour advances merely to prevent an examination into an account in 
whieh he well knows the utmost injustice has been done to me and that it would be 
Demonstrated by such examination that he had taken the greatest advantage of my 
Distresses. By that Account my Lord it will appear that so far from being indebted 
to M: Francis Lautour in the Sum of 59,861 he was uetually indebted to me 
in the Sum of 46,488. Mz: Francis Lautour has recourse to law reasoning to evince 
to me that that account ought not ner can be opened,—But I appeal to that reason 
and Justice which he has insulted and abused whether I am not entitled to open 
it—It is in justification of my conduct which he has accused and Slandered, that I 
resort to the expedient and I have a right to do so—why should M* Lautour- 
Shrink from it—If it is a fair account if it shews that he received no more than 
twelve per Cent. for his assistance to me the examination will do him credit-—If it 
be otherwise it is proper that your Lordship should know that I have been accused. 
and slandered unjustly and that your Lordship has been grossly imposed upon by 
M: Francis Lautour. 

Anxious to prevent trouble to your Lordship and terminate an affair which 
had made much noise in the Settlement, I was desirous that M* Francis Lautour 
should attend at my Durbar and go over all the accounts with my servants observing 
that by Such and which I understood were the usual means, every Dispute might 
be satisfactorily settled, which never could be the Case by a Correspondence—I 
assured him that trifles should not interfere to prevent a final Settlement and that 
if my Servants brought forward any Item that had the Semblance of a doubtful 
aspect it should be thrown aside, but such proposition was not agreable to him and 
he insisted that my people should be restricted to a period named by himself, and. 
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declined attendance dn the Durbar suggesting that his “accounts were in the ‘hands 
‘of Government and it was to Government and not to me that he looked fora final 
Settlement of them. 


I pray of your Lordship to examine with your accustomed liberality and 
gander the lengthened remarks which M: Francis Lautour on behalf of himself and 
Partners has thought proper to send to the Durbar, and I am persuaded that your 
Lordship will severely censure and instantly condemn the expressions he has used 
jn the course of them. He has abused my servants in the most disgracefull way and 
in a manner which ill became him to adopt. I shall not proceed further than to 
assure your Lordship that the Accounts whieh have produced the desultory remarks 
af M” Francis Lautour are just and true, and that the utmost extent of my debt to 
him and Company will not exceed the Sum of Forty thousand Pagodas for which 
he holds the Security of many Lacks in landed property which Sum I am now ready 
to pay to them, your Lordship will therefore determine in your own Bosom how far 
I have been properly treated. at all events I beg of your Lordship to forward this 
Tetter to the illustrious and munificent the Most Noble Marquis of Wellesly—His 
Lordship whose mind is like the god of day enlightened and inlightening will not 
suifer a Sovereign prince, his ally and friend, to be Insulted by M? Francis Lautour, 
notwithstanding the great Character which has been given of his eminence asa 
Merchant, which I never heard of untill communicated by your Lordship, and 
notwithstanding the boast he makes of services he has rendered fo the state—by 
which I will allow he was an imminent gainer—I know of no pre-eminence to whieh 
he has any pretension. 


What can I write more ? 


P.S.—Upon Reconsideration I have thought it necessary to add that M+ Francis 
Lautour long paid Rent to me for the House called M" Poney’s and at last his 
Partner M! Gosling got possession of it by a Stratagem——He pretended that his 
family were indisposed and that Change of Air was absolutely necessary. I granted 
him leave to reside in that house for a few weeks and I have never since been 
enabled to regain possession—Even when I was myself exceedingly indisposed and 
wanted it for my own use it was positively’demied to me. Such was the return ` 
my Commisseration received from M: Francis Lautour and his Partners, and such 
is the nature of the special Favor which as M! Francis Lautour Insinuates I 
‘conferred on himself and his Partners, by granting them leave to reside in three of 
my houses without paying rent. It is the fact, as Mi Francis Lautour has related it 
that I never exacted rents for my Bonuses and that I reserved them for distinguished 
-Characters to serve their convenience, and he has included himself and Partners as 
deservedly amongst that number—-I employed M" Francis Lautour and his Partners 
as known Money lenders and they gladly entered into that Employment knowing the 
great benefits to be derived from it, I know nothing farther of them.

. Suffer me then to assure your Lordship in the most solemn and unequivocal 
manner, that such an Idea was as distant from my Mind, as its nature is contrary to 
‘my Feelings. For your Lordship individually I entertain aud feel Sentiments of the 
purest regard and most sincere affection—Our illustrious parents lived together in 
harmony and friendship—they are now no more—(and unconnected with other motives 
which are as dear to my Bosom as they are extensive in their variety) I hold it as 
Sacred as a Religions rite to entwine myselfin your Lordslip’s Friendship, and never 
to allow any Combination of Circumstances to disturb my attachment towards your 
Lordship's person. This is a duty I owe to memory which I revere. I therefore 
entreat of your Lordship to efface those impressions which have induced your Lord- 
‘ship to withhold from me those Gratifications, which I have till lately experienced, 
and which infused gladness into my Heart, and that your Lordship will believe me in 
the fullest extent, when T say, that it has been a sourse of the heaviest grief to 
suppose that any public Communication of mine, could be construed into the slightest 
departure from that high esteem and respect which I have professed, and with which 
I am impressed for your Lordship.

May it please your Highness ! 


The Pressure ofa Variety of publie Questions has hitherto prevented my reply- 
ing to your Highness’s letters of the 6 Ultimo although they have not failed 
to produce on my mind the full effects, which could have been intended or expected, 
by your Highness. 

These Letters embrace the Consideration of two Points of very unequal import- 
ance ; 1** the Adjustment of Accounts between your Highness and M! Francis 
Lautour. 2% the Grounds on which this Government has interposed it’s Interfer- 
ence between the Power of your Highness and the Rights of an individual living 
under the protection of the British Laws. 


A great difference exists between the Mode of stating those Accounts by M3 
Lautour and that adopted by your Highness. Sucha difference indeed as precludes 
the possibility of a Settlement unless considerable concessions shall be made either 
by your Highness or by M> Lautour. The extent of such Coucessions can only be 
ascertained by a mutual accommodation of the advance Pretensions, or by an Autho- 
rity Competent to the decision of the Case. 


From the Period of time, when this disagreable Question was Submitted to my 
consideration, I was aware that the Agitation of the Points connected with it in a. 
publie Court of Law would be liable to much Inconvenience of a nature personal to- 
your Highness, and that the necessity of appealing to the Court of Recorder for a 
decision on the particular Items of a disputed Account could not fail of being deroga- 
tory to the dignity ofa sovereign and independent Prince. In the Consideration of 
this part of the Question, the Sentiments of your Highness appear to have Concurred 
with the Impression made on my own mind. In my Zeal therefore for the Tran- 
quility of your Highnese’s Mind, and for the Honor of your illustrious Birth and 
Rank I felt a Strong degree of anxiety that a mutual accommodation in the Adjustment 
of those Accounts through the Same Channels, in which they have reached their 
present extent, should anticipate the possible event, in which the Power of the Com- 
pany might be required to inforee the decrees of the Recorder’s Court against the 
property of your Highness. On these Grounds the Settlement of your Highness’s 
private Accounts became an object of Importance to me; and I recommended with 
a proportionate earnestness that your Highness should accede to an amicable Adjust- 
ment of the disputed points. Your Highnesses own Feelings or Civility induced you 
to acquiesce in this Recommendation; and I permitted M? Lautour to attend your 
Hi ghness’s Iurbar for the Accomplishment of this object. 


If M: Lautour had not professed the legal Power of bringing the Statement of 
Accounts between himself and your Highness under the Cognizance of a Court of 
Law, the Claim of this Person could have excited im my mind no greater degree of 
Interest than the indifinite Millions, which constitute your Highness’s unadjusted 
debt; diverted of these Considerations the liquidation of the Balances due to M? 
Lautour must have continued to be, as it had hitherto been indifferent to me, otber- 
wise than as it might be connected with the general obligations of justice and 
Morality. 

The grounds on which my Interference between your Highness and M!. Lautour 
is founded, give me to considerations of a different discription from those Attached 
to the Adjustment of your Highness’s private debts. 

By the engagements subsisting between your Highness and the Company you 
are permitted to retain a Body of Armed Troops, not for the purpose of exercising 
any actual authority within the Limits of the British laws, but for the immediate 
security of your Highness’s Person and for the Support of the Pomp and Splender 
connected with your Highness’s exalted Station. The Instruments, by which your 
Highness Mortgaged to individual Persons, your Highness’s property in Certain 
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‘Houses situated within the Jurisdiction of the Recorder’s Court, Contain nv excep- 
tion, as your Highness is pleased to state, respecting the Ameer Baug: Those 
Instruments are prepared according to the Forms, and Modes established for the 
practical Administration of the British Laws. and this Cireumstanee demonstrates the 
Intention of the contracting Parties that the Penaities of these Instruments should be 
enforced by the decisions of that Law. But if this demonstration had not been con- 
tained in the Instruments themselves, the compact trom which your Highness derives 
‘your right of maintaining an armed foree, is not competent to dispense with the Opera- 
tion of the Laws of Fngland with respect to property within the Limits of the Recorder’s 
Court. It will therefore be obvious to your Highness that the Ameer Baug bein 
pledged with other Property of your Highness for the liquidation of certain debts, an 
the full Payment of the debt not having been ascertained, the Persons holding the 
Mortgage on your Highness’s property had a right to demand, and to retain possession 
of the Ameer Bang without vour Highness’s Consent, because the Possession of that 
house by the Persons, to whom Your Highness’s Property had been mortgaged, was 
stipulated by your Higliness’s Engagements: and your Highness’s right to reoeeupy that 
“House was therefore dependant on the final Adjustment of your Accounts. I have 
already apprized your Highness that the right of Occupancy vested in M’. Lautour, was 
‘violated by a party of your Highness’s Armed Troops; and this act originating with your 
Highness imposed on me the unavoidable Necessity either of interposing the Autho- 
rity of this Government between your Highness’s Power and the Rights of M? Lautour ; 
‘or to suffer the Seeurity of the British Laws to be superseded and insulted hy the 
‘Capricious and Suppressive exercise of a Military Foree, the right of maintaining which 
within the Jurisdiction of the Recorder’s Court your Highness derived trom your 
political Connection with the Company. If I may believe the Testimony of your 
Hlighnese’s Writings your knowledge is not limited to the Principles of public or 
‘Municipal Law, bat extends to the rules and modes, whieh have been estabhshed for 
the Practice of the British Courts. Your Highness cannot therefore be ignorant that 
altho’ I might have wished to Waive the Obligations of my public duty, a Vain 
Compliance with your Highnese’s immediate expeetation respecting the Ameer Baug, 
would not have relieved me from the necessity of enforcing at a [Lacuna in the 
original] Period the decrees’ of the Court of the Recorder in a Case, which your 
Highness by your own Instruments had rendered amenable to it’s Jurisdiction ; 
because as your Highness was disposed to resist the course of Justice by means of 
your armed Troops, no means existed of Controaling your Highness’a mode of pro- 
ceeding but the actual exercise of the Power of this Government. 


In this Dilemma your Highness will recollect that I did not omit the previous 
“Ynterposition of my friendly Offices to apprize your Highness of the Predicament, in 
which you had placed me, and to warn your Highness against the Inexpediency of 
provoking a discussion of your Highnesse’s affairs before a Public Court of Law. No 
Mode existed by which the Difficulty of these Circumstances could be obviated, but 
by an amicable Settlement of the Accounts between your Highness and M? Lautour. 
Hence the Adjustment. of those Accounts became Connected with the Protection of the 
Rights of an Individual being under the Protection of the British Laws, and hence 
-the decisive, but reluctant Interference of this Government for the security of those 
personal Rights. 


m Having shewn the grounds and Necessity of my Interference founded upon the 
fact of your Highness, having by your own Acts subjected your landed Property to 
_ the Operations of the Municipal Law, and of your having prevented M:. Lautour’s 
legal Occupancy of the Ameer Baug by the exercise of Military force, accompanied 
by Circumstances of Outrage to the Person-of that Gentleman, and of the Most insult- 
-ing disrespect to the Authority of the Company in toremg their guard, I proeeed to 
remark upon your Highness’s Letters of the 61? Ultimo the last of which in order had, 
it seems received a Month of your Highness’s deliberate Consideration befora it’s 
Transmission. your Highness has been pleased to assume that I have given full 
Credit to all the Assertions of M: Lautour. and that I have formed my Judgement 
upon that Gentleman’s Claims, and condemned your Highness without doing you the 
gommon justice of calling for the Accounts of your Highness’s Durbar. It is true 
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that in’ the case of the Ameer Baug, I felt it incumbent on iny justice to reinstat 
M: Lautour in the Occupancy of that place, and a part of my Publie duty to vindi 
cate the Violated Authority of the Company by insisting with your Highness upo 
the withdrawing of your Troops, but there is no foundation for your Highness’s as 
sertion of my having passed my judgement upon the Claims of M? Lautour —T neve 
Considered myself as Competent to decide upon those pointe, and If I felt an extraordi 
nary Anxiety for the Settlement of these accounts it is demonstrable term. the fact 
already stated in this Letter that this auxiety arose from the desire I experienced o 
preserving your Highness’s Reputation and of guarding myself against the necessity 
of enforcing the decisions of a publie Tribunal. The Items of your Highness’ 
Accounts it was never my intention to discuss, they are points, upon which I am pro 
foundly ignorant, they have no relation to the Principles, on-which | intérfered, ané 
the Consideration of them is absolutely excluded from every proposition I have hac 
the honor of making to your Highness on this Subject. 


If then I have taken no further concern in this transaction than has been con 
sonant with the Necessity of preserving the free exercise of the British Laws withix 
the Jurisdiction of the Court of the Recorder, and with my desire of preserving yow 
Highness from the degradation of your private affairs hecoming a Subject of commor 
[ Lacuna in the original] and discussion in a public Court, much lesscause bas you 
Highness for importing to me a precipitate course in carrying my determination inte 
effect, because my first Communication to your Highness was founded on an ascer. 
tainment of the legal rights, which you had Violated; nor did I omit to refrain from 
exercising the Power of this Government untill repeated Instances had proved the 
Failure of the friendly [ Lacuna in the original] I had offered to your Highness. 


In all my Communications to your Highness on the Subject of the Ameer 
Baug untill your Highness’s Procrastination had compelled me to fix a Period fo1 
dispossessing your Highness’s Troops of that property, no disposition was felt, and 
Intention was expressed or implied of employing coercive means for any other 
purpose than that of expelling from the Ameer Baug the armed force employed by 
your Highness. It was with Astonishment therefore I observed the frontless assertior 
of your Highness’s Apprehension lest I should enter the [ Lacunu in the original” 
Apartments of your Highness’s Palace with an Armed Force. It is an assertion unsup- 
ported by any [Lacuna in the original] act of this Government, unfounded on any 
Inference presumable from my Correspondence with your Highness denied by the 
equal course of my Personal -attentions to your Highness and absolutely contradicted 
by the Uniform Moderation and forbearance of the British Government towards it’s 
dependents. I charge it therefore on your Highness as an assertion highly disres- 
pectfull to myself, malignant in it’s general Aim, and unequivocally false in it’s Facts. 

With respect to the Insinuation conveyed in your Highness’s letters of my 
having had a personal Interest in the Speedy termination of this transaction I feel 
toc much respect for mvself and the Nation I have the honor te fill to deign an 
answer farther than to repeat in writing what I caused to be Verbally communicated 
to your Highness, when I first received your Highneas’s Letter, that the Peculiar 
strain of Indelicacy towards myself which [Lacuna in the original| those letters, 
renders it indispensably requisite for me to limit my Intercourse and Jorrespondence 
with your Highness to the mere communication of official Facts. ` 

In considering your Highnoss’s letters of the 6 Ultimo, abundant proof imay 
be traced of their being the Original productions of European writers ; and as T am 
not warranted in ascribing the Composition of those Papers to any other Persons than 
the Secretaries, whom your Highness has engaged in your Service with the Permission 
of this Government, I have deemed it expedient to prohibit from Attendance at 
your Durbar Persons, who appear to be alike insensible of your Highness’s Interests 
and honor, and of the Respect due to the Government under whose protection they 
live. 

From the Tenor of your Highness’s letter dated 27'" Ultimo I had considered 
it to be of a private and personal Nature, but as your Highness wishes it to be 
considered a public Officiai paper I take this occasion to acknowledge the receipt of 
it. The facility, with which your Highness offers 4 Retractation of your former 
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letters, is a Sufficient proof of the little Value placed by your Highness on your own 
tissertions ; but it is also a Sufficient proof of the little reserve with which your 
Highness advances assertions of the most injurious, and offensive Nature without the 
previous caution of ascertaining the Authenticity of the Facts. Tt is therefore only 
necessary for me to acquaint your Highness that as your first letters have conveyed 
to my mind an impression very different from that of Resentment so your faat 
letter is more calculated to confirm than remove that Impression. 

It is my duty in concluding this subject to point ont to your Highness’s parti- 
eular observation the Iroprudence of provoking the Interference of the Court of the 
Recorder in any Part of youryHighness’s affairs. your Highness has indeed diselaimed 
the Controul of Municipal Laws, and you have appealed to the Protection of the 
Public Law of Nations: I have already apprized your Highness, and I Repeat that 
I shal} always be prepared to protect the Rights of your Highness, and those of your 
family founded on the Law of Nations from any incroachment, and the Laws of 
England, while they Confirm the Operation of the Law of Nations, provide an adequate 
punishment for the Violaters of the public Law as far therefore as the Rights of 
‘your Highness, considered as a Sovereign Prince, are involved, your Highness may 
rest assured of the Strictest attention to guard them from Violence. But from the 
‘extent of your Highness’s Property acquired within the Jurisdiction ot the Court of 
the Recorder, from the extensive accounts Current between your Highness and 
Individuals, from the complicated Traffic in the Interest of money arising from 
‘your Highness’s Engagements, and from the actual [Lacuna in the original] of your 
‘Highness’s Property to private persons, many questions may arise, in which the 
‘Public law of Nations cannot avail a Prince in the Situation of your Highness, 
“These Questions are pregnant with much uneasiness, and embarrassment to your 
‘Highness ; and as your Highness has not thought it prudent to avoid the discussion 
fof them, it will at least be necessary that you should he prepared to meet the Result.

His Highness begs leave to inform M! Webbe that the Conduct of Captain 
Gillum the Commanding Officer at Nellore Las for some time past been very Oppres- 
pive towards his Highness’s Servants and Subjects in that District, and however 
willing his Highness was to pass it over in Silence, yet he finds that his forbearance 
“has produced no other effect upon Captain Gillum than an encrease of his unfriendly 
and Viclent measures. His oppression ot the Inhabitants of the Town of Nellore and 
his contemptuous treatment of the Servants of the Circar increases daily to the great 
detriment of His Highness’s affairs in that Quarter. His Highness has therefore 
found it indispensibly necessary to notice the Conduct of Captain Gillum to Mz 
‘Wehbe, and he encloses herein a paper stating some particulars of that Officer’s 
untoward and overbearing behaviour—the cries aod complaints of the oppressed 
Inhabitants of Nellore reach to the Skies. The Cotwal of the Town who in the eyes 
of the Country People is from his Office, a Man of Considerable Respectability, has by 
Order of the Commanding Officer been Seized by a guard of Sepoys, Punished and 
exposed in the public Street of the Bazar~—several Shops in the Town of Nellore have 
been demolished—perhaps this was done to enlarge the Streets, but Captain Gillam 
has ordered by beat of fom Tom all the People who live in habitations thatched with 
Straw, to break them down and build tiled hovises—this is highly Oppressive,—for 
where are these Poor wretches to find the means of compliance with such an order— 
Captain Gillum insists that the Renter and other Servants of the Circar shall not 
make use of any Conveyances in going in and out of the Fort Mt Webbe must be 
sensible that sueb prohibitions must be very injurious to the Cirear’s Affairs as the 
Renter in particular has a variety of business to transact which cannot but be much 
neglected under Such Circumstances. : 

Captain Gillum has prohibited all Kind of Music in the Town of Nellore. Now 
M: Wehbe knows that the People of this Country consider musie to be indispinsibly - 
in all their Ceremonies, that it is allowed in every Town, and even iu Madras, it is 
used in an hundred places at one and the same time without interruption from any 
‘one The Commanding Officer at Nellore brings in Paddy and Cloth from the 
Country in the way of Trade to a Considérable Amount witheut Paying the Duties, 
and he insists on imposing a Guddayum of his own Cloth upon the Shopkeepers. 

Under these Circumstances how are the Affairs of the Cirear to be Condueted— 
from the enclosed Paper M" Webbe will observe how long the Commanding Offider 

as heen in the habit of adopting this line of Conduct, and how long his Highness has 
forborne to bring it forward——His Highness therefore requests that some other

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Gentleman may be appointed tothe Command of Nellore or that Captain Gillum may 
be positively restricted to the real duties of hia Command and to desist from all acti 
of Oppression, avarice, and enterference in the Affairs of the Cirear’s Government. 
His Highness had the Pleasure of Addressing M" Webbe some days since ané 
he hopes M" Webbe will have the goodness to use his friendly exertions to ef€ee!

3. With respect to the supply of grain for the use of the garrison of Madura, 
your Highness has assured me that orders have been issued to all your Aamildars 
for furnishing the quantities required: I expect therefore that your Highness’s 
orders to the Aumildar of Madura will render it unnecessary for the Officer Command- 
ing in that province to use forcible means for the Purpose of collecting grain, or of 
a@uppressing the exorbitant duties which bave been too frequently levied on that 
Necessary article of life.

Lam highly Concerned to trouble your Lordship on trifling Matters : My Friend! 
Captain Gillum, the Commanding Officer at Nellore has for some time t been 
very Oppressive to the People and his intemperate conduct exceeds all bounds. 
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Although I have passed over his conduct with patience and forbearance, yet my 
Silence has operated as an encouragement to his timerity——his oppressions of the 
Inhabitants of the Town of Nellore and his insulting and contemptuous treatment 
of the Servants of the Ciroar increase daily, and in consequence of the accumulated 
injury to my Affairs, I have fond it Necessary to make his conduct known to your 
Lordship and accordingly enclose herein the Translations of Papers Stating Some 
particulars of his violent and overbearing behaviour from which Your Lordship will 
observe that the Cries and Complaints of the Oppressed Inhabitants of Nellore have 
reached the Skies—-The Cotwal of the Town who is a Man of Respectability among 
the Country People, bas by the Authority of the Commanding Officer been Seized by 
a Guard of Sepoys, punished aiid degraded by being made to Stand exposed in the 
Bazar; and not satisfied with doing this, the Commanding Officer has appointed, 
on his own Part, another Cotwal (a thing that was never Customary) and proclaimed 
by beat of Tom Tom that all the Artizans and Ryotts in Nellore shall obey him and 
that they ‘have nothing to do with the Sircar. He has caused several of the Shops in 
the Town of Nellore to be demolished, probably in the view of enlarging the Streets, 
—but he has ordered by beat of Tom Tom that the People shall break down their straw 
thatched habitations and build Tiled Houses. This is highly oppressive, for where 
are those Poor wretches to find the means of doing this. He has further determined, 
that the Renter and other People belonging to the Sirear shall not make use otf any 
Couveyance in going in and out of the fort. My Hriend,—the Renter has a variety 
of business to transact, and my affairs are much deranged by these Violent Measures 

The Commanding Officer has prohibited every kind of Music in the Town. Now 
itis known to your Lordship that the Country People have various occasions for, 
music in their ceremonies, that it is Allowed in all Towns, and even in that of Madras. 
it is used in a Thousand different Placee without interruption from any one. The- 
Commanding Officer having brought in Paddy and Cloth from the Country to a 
Considerable Amount, without paying the duties he insists on imposing a Guddayam, 
of the Cloth on the People of the Town. Under such Conduct, how are the Affairs. 
of the Country to be Conducted. From the enclosed paper your Lordship will observe 
the length of time, that these disturbances of the Commanding Officer have existed-— 
how long can they be endured ?. I have therefore to request that some other Gentle-- 
man may be appointed to the Command at Nellore instead of Captain Gillum, cr that 
he may be Positively ordered to refrain from all improper Conduct, and confining 
himself solely to the business of his Command to desist from acts of Oppression, 
Contention and interference in the Sircars Government.

Ramlinga Reddy a Respectable Ryott was going through the Street at night with 
a lighted Mashall as usual. The Commanding Officer sent his People who seized the 
Reddy and carried him, with his Mashall before the Officer who ordered two people 
to hold him by the hands whilst he gave him six blows with a Cane (or Rattan) in so 
severe a manner that the Man’s back and Shoulders became swelled and the blood 
appeared where the Strokes had been given. The Reddy came crying with his Com- 
plaint to me in the Cutcherry. I sent my Peshcar to the Commanding Officer to 


Ces a 
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aow the Cause of the Reddy’s haying been beaten. The Officer said he had given 
ders that no Mashalls should be lighted-—hut the Reddy bad acted in defiance of 
ose Orders— that no one not even myself should have a Mashall with me—that I 
id my Cutcherry should go out of the fort,——if we did not go, he would expell us—— 
at he was the Commander and would dismiss me. 


The Commanding Officer has contrary to custom erected a Bengalo upon Culti- 
ted Ground of the Village of Maumurpooree,—and Although I remonstrated against 
he would not hear any thing I had to say. 
The Commanding Officer sent his Sepoys into the Villages and seized by force 
m of the best Cows,—some of which he paid a price for much below their Value. 
he Ryotts say they were worth Ten Pagodas each and he Paid no more than five 
agodas a head. 


The Commanding Officer has prohibited all kind of Music in the Town. There 
as a wedding in the house of Shah Meeran Cawdree and of Course Musie was Play-- 
ig but the Officer put an immediate Stop to it. 

The Commanding Officer has shut up the small Eastern Gate of the fort. 

He has forbidden the egress and regress of the Sebendy Peons. 


The Commanding Officer has ordered every person with a conveyance of any 
ert or a Mashall to be Stopped at the Gates of the fort—and after he is dismounted 
ad his Mashall extinguished he is allowed to pass. To day the Women of Some 
erson of Rank were going out of the fort in a.covered Meanna pollenqueen—they 
rere stopped at the Gate and desire to come out of the pollinkeen and-walk out of 
he fort. In this dilemma they were necessitated to return home again. 


The Bullocks which are employed to draw water for the Circar Gardens and for 
‘atering the Cultivated lands of the Cusbab of Nellore, are taken without the Knowl- 
dge of the Circar People to bring Sand and Brieks for the Commanding Officer and 
ë this is the time of agriculural exertion, the Ryotts are much disheartened and land. 
Sic} in their Complaints. 

The Commanding Officer used to cause the fort Gates to be shut after ten 
Clock at Night——but now he has them shut at 8 OClock. 


The Commanding Officer has signified to me by Message that be has an allow- 
mee from the Cirear of One hundred Pagodas 4" Month,—that I must pay him 
omething myself over and above that Allowance. 


The Commanding Officer would not allow the pilgrims going to the Trepity fair 
o come into the fort,—this bas oceasioned a material loss to the Circar in the aceus- 
omary Duties to the pilgrims from Nagpoor he gave an Havaldar and two Sepoys 
vith Arms, who drove away the Circar’s people, and sent off the pilgrims by force. 


The proclamation by beat of Tom Tom which was always a privilege of the Circar, 
s now assumed by the Commanding Officer who whenever he thinks proper sends for 
he Cotwall and makes him issue proclamation by beat of Tom Tom, and if the Cot- 
vall makes any plea of not being Authorized by the Cirear, he is committed to- 
turance. ’ 


The Commanding Officer went one day to the Village of Caukpelly on the way 
wo his new erected Bengalo——at this Village the Son of one of the Ryotts being Sick 
iad shut himself up in his house and was laid on a Cot—the Door of the House was 
forced open and the Officer given [Sic] the sick man five or six strokes with a cane 
desired him to erect a choultry for him—the sick man excused him—but the Officer 
insists strongly on his doing it. 


The Commanding Officer refused to suffer Narsim Reddy to Come into the fort.. 
E had several matters of importance relative to the Cirears affairs to negotiate with 
the Reddy Personally, and Particularly to Concert with him the means of quelling the 
disturbances of the Freebooter Bhunghar Rauz but these necessary Matters laid over,-—— 
for I could not go out of the fort to meet the Reddy lest the Commanding Officer 
might not allow me to come in again.,

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In consequence of some ceremony in my house, the Country Musicians attended 
as is Customary—the Commanding Officer was not in the fort that day—when bi 
returned he sent, for the musicians and having reprehended’ them for playing bi 
inflicted a Dozen blows of a Cane upon each of them. 


The Commanding Officer seizes whenever he thinks fit the Merchanta of the 
Zaffarabad Peattah and oxercises oppression over them, and his tyranny and Oppres- 
sion over the People whoinhabit the Town of Nellore in beating and punishing them 
and his ili treatment of the Dancing Girls &® is such that I know not how tc 
represent it. 


Whenever a Muttesseddee is sent to the Commanding Officer upon my business; 
he treats him with very harsh and offensive language. 


A Certain Butcher of the Town had been fined twelve Rupees by the Circar foi 
improper behaviour and this was done with the Commanding Offiter’s Knowledge 
who had desired the Butcher might be punished. But the Officer afterwards made 
the Buteher take back the fine from the Circar and received it himsel? saying 
the Lbutcher’s Shopkeepers &* residing in the fort were dependant on kim, —Iz 
consequence of this, every one is encouraged to be refractory to the Cirear, and the 
Circars Affairs are thereby much deranged. 


It is an ancient established usage for the Circar’s Paddy to be brought and Sold 
in the fort, and to put Guddayam upon the Shopkeepers within the fort. The Com. 
manding Officer here at the instigation of one Sheasha Pillah the Pay masters Gomastah, 
purchased Paddy at the Villages belonging to Boochreddy Pollam to the Amount of 
Five hundred Pagodas at the Rate of Six Pagodas 49" Candy, which he has broughi 
and put into Godown in the fort and given orders to the Shopkeepers and others thai 
every one must buy his Paddy and signified that no one but himself shall sell Paddy 
in the fort, and he has given orders at the Two Gates that no person shall bring in any. 
i waited upon the Commanding Officer to’ confer with him on this business,—I 
told him his trading in goods was of no consequence but that it was improper tc 
make unaccustomed prohibitions and that they would tend to bring loss upon the 
Cirear, He would not attend to my arguments but declared he would not suffer any 
one to sell Paddy in the fort. May it please your Highness! In consequence oj 
this prohibition to import and sell the Circar’s and other Merchant’s Paddy, the 
Custom of Guddayam, by which several hundreds of Candies is disposed of to the 
Shopkeepers and the Amount Received from this, is done away, and the Duties of the 
Sayer to the Amount of a Thousand Pagodas will be entirely lost:— the authority o: 
the Circar over the Hazars and Shopkeepers within the fort will be subverted, and or 
account of the impediments thrown in the way by the Commanding Officer to thi 
Selling of the Paddy which has in cunsequence been laying without the fort th 
Collection of Two thousand Pagodas to go to the Payment of the Kist hag beer 
interrupted. 

One of the Men of the Guard that was in charge of the Clock that your Highnes 
was sending to Hydrabad being met in the Street by the Commanding Officer hera 
was confined in the Guard by the Officer under pretence of his not having salutes 
him. 

The Doctor of this Place went one day to the Commanding Officers new erecta¢ 
Bangalo at Maumurpoory and sent to the Head Inhabitant for some milk which wa 
bronght him. The Doctor under pretence that the Milk was not good, threw it upo 
the Man’s head and gave him forty or fifty Strokes with a Cane in so severe a manne 
that his hody swelled and blood issued forth and the Doctor then set out for Madras 
I sent this Account to the Commanding Officer who said the Doctor was hi 
friend, why did I sent such trifling complaints to him ? 


When I sent at the Commanding Officer’s own desire, his pay for the Month c 
November by the hands of my Peashcar,——he and the Doctor were eating at Table— 
The. Peashear according to Custom made his Salam to both and retiring to anothe 
part of the Room seated himself. The Doctor said some thing to the Officer wh 
thereupon turning towards the Peashcer asked him why he had not made a Salam t 
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‘the Doctor—the Peashear said be has as usual, made his Salam to both —the Officer 
“then desired him to make a Salam again—he did so, when the Officer ordered him to 
make Tusleem three times—he said he could not do it to the Doetor whereupon the 


Officer gave him a stop [Sie] in the face, turned him out of the house and ordered, 
him never to come there again. 


The Commanding Officer caused it to be proclaimed throughoutthe Town of 
Nellore by beat of Tom Tom that all those who has thatched houses, should destroy 
them and build tiled houses, or quit the fort under pain of paying a fine of Twelve 
Pagodas and Suffering other punishments, In Consequence of this the Ryotts and 

-other poor people of the Town became much alarmed and terrified. The Command- 
ing Officer is accordingly breaking down the customary Parasoles and Pyals of the 
Shops and ancient houses. In consequence of which the Shops of the Butchers &@ 

-are shut up- 


` The Commanding Officer sent some Sepoys undera Jamidar to demolish the 
Choultry of the Cotwall—the Cotwall said it could not be broken down without the 
Knowledge of Sheashgerry Row the Renter, upon which the Cotwall was put into 
-confinement and the Officer cansed the building to be rased. 


The Commanding Officer had hired two hundred Bullocks for the Purpose of 
bringing Paddy. Some of the Bullock Men in consequence of the Officer’s ill-treat- 
ment went off with one hundred of their Bullceks—upon which he sent for the 
-Cotwali of Nellore and under pretence of his not producing the aforesaid Bullocks , 
beat him so uaomercifully with a canethat the Cotwall’s body Swelled and was- 
eovered with Blood, and he then placed a Moreover [Sic] him and caused him to be 
exposed in the Bazar Street. 


The Commanding Officer sent for Course Cloth to the Amount of Three 
-hundred Pagodas as Articles of Trade from Marrula &* and he desires the Shop- 
-keepers of this place and of the Pettah of Zaffarabad to take the Cloth and give 
him a profit of 20 4#" Cent upon it. The Shopkeepers object to take the Cloth 
upon the principle that a Guddayam of Cloth is not Customary—but he insist 
apon their taking it. 


Tirmal Row the Cirear’s Muttesseddee who came here to perform the Marriage 
Ceremony of his’son, was obliged, on bis leaving this to proceed to the Hazzoor, to 
walk out of the fort on foot in consequence of the prohibitary measures of the Com- 
manding Officer, and his’, ards would not allow Terma! Row’s Wearing Apparel and 
Brass pots, which he had with him, to pass the Gates. 


The Commanding Officer at the instance of Sheashapillah the Paymaster’s 
-Gomastah required Coonda Reddy a Ryoft of the Circar to sell him a Quantity of 
Paddy—the reddy said he had none, upon which the Commanding Officer expressed 
his displeasure in harsh terms, threatened to beat him and turned him out of his 
presence.

I have already addressed your Highness on the Subject of the unbounded 
violences of the Commanding Officer at this place, which I trust has come before 
you altho’ I have not yet been honored with an answer. 


p His probibiting the Circar’s Sepoys from coming into the fort has occasioned 
interruption in the -Collection of Monies., Today the Sepoysof the Commanding 
Officer went to the Cotwall’s Choultry and demanded the Tom Toms. The Cirear’s 
-Sepoys who were there in charge said they could not deliver them without orders from 
the Circar whereupon the Commanding Officer’s Sepoys took them away saying 
„such was their Master’s order. The Commanding Officer has now Appointed a 
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Cotwall of his own (a thing that was never customary) and proclaimed by beat of Tom- 
Tom that all the Shopkeepers, Artisaus, and Ryotts of the Town of Nellore must 
recognise the Cotwall Appointed by him and that they have nothing todo with the- 
Cirecar — and he sent his Sepoys with his Cotwall to take possession of the Circar’s 
Cotwall Choultry and they accordingly desired the Circar’s Sepoys who were there . 
with Some Prisoners to retire — the Cirear’s Sepeys Said they could not quit the 
Place without orders from the Circar whereupon the Commanding Officer’s Cotwall 
Sat himself down near the Place at the Choultry of the Sayer Cutcherry and 
Summoning all the Shopkeepgrs Butchers &* before him he received Nazars from. 
them and presented them with Beetle. 


Should I attempt to restrain the Violent Conduct of the Commanding Officer, ib- 
might raise disputes, -— and the Consequence of forbearance is, that his violences 
increase daily. i

This day the Commanding Officer has fixed the price of Paddy at Seven and a 
Quarter Pagodas the Candy. Although the Circar’s Price is Six and an half and he 
brings it in from the Talook of Narseem Reddy and Sells it at the rate he has fixed, 
He will not suffer the Paddy of the Cirear or any of other Person to be brought into 
the fort—and a [2/ |] I send out Bullocks toa Village for the purpose of bringing 
Paddy, he forcibly causes them to be intercepted in the road and brought back. 


By the blessing of God and your Highness’s good fortune, we have had rain and 
the Period for cutting the Crops is near at hand, — Consequently the price of Paddy 
Should at this time be reduced. But the Commanding Officer having prohibited the 
importation of the Paddy belonging to the Circar and others, and enhanced the 
price at his own Godown the poor, indigent Inhabitants of this Town are loud in 
their Complaints — and from the Circumstance of the Circar’s Paddy not coming in, 
and the Commanding Officer’s not paying the Duties upon his Paddy, the Receipts- 
of the Sayer are entirely at a Stand. į 


TRANSLATION. 


EXTRACT OF A LETTER FROM SHEASHGERRY Row THE RENTER or NELLORE DATED 27T= 
Suaapaun 1215 HEGERY, ANSWERING To THE 13™! January 1801. 


The Doctor at this place took a Bullock belonging to the Circar’s Garden, that. 
is situated near to the Bungalo without the fort, for the purpose of carrying his 
baggage to Guntoor—The Darogah and the Gardeners having informed me of the 
Circumstance, I sent Teak Sing, a Jemadar of Infantry in the Circar’s Service, 
together with the said Darogah to the Doctor to tell him it was not proper that he 
should press a Bullock of the Circar’s Garden and desiring him to release the 
Bullock. The Doctor was thon at the Commanding Officer’s quarters and the 
Jamadar waited at his House till he returned, which was at 5 Gurries (about eight 
oClock) at Night. The Jemadar after making his Saiam was about to deliver his 
Miesage but before the Doctor heard it, he fell into a violent passion and gave the 
Jamadar So severe a slap on the Cheek that his Turband fell to the ground, a gold | 
Pongole was Seperated from his Far and lost, and the Jamadar himself was put into. 
the guard of the fort gate which is near,to the Doctor’s house.» On hearing this I 
immediately sent a Muttesseddee and a Subadar of the Circar to represent the 
Circumstance to the Commanding Officer and to desire him to make an enquiry — 
but the Commanding Officer under the plea of it’s being a late hour, did not deign.

I enclose herein translates of Extracts of two Letters from Moochtar Jung my 
Naib in the Province of Tinnevelly from which your Lordship will observe the Tur- 
bulency of the Son of Cuttabum Naick. 

In consequence of the intimate connection that Subsists between me and my 
friends the Company, I consider the Arrangement of their affairs to be the means of 
the good Order of those of the Sircar and that the Prosperity and Adversity of both 
are the Same. From one of the extracts Your Lordship will observe that the Naib 
in the Tinnevelly District had Assembled a body of Almagaunee Peons for the 
purpose of collecting the Revenues. Those Peons he holds in readiness to send to 
Major Macauley when called upon, and he writes me that he means to send them 
without waiting for my Orders, as I had Strictly ordered him to render assistance to- 
the Commanding Officer without delay whenever necessity might require it. I have 
just learn’t that Moochtar Jung has put under the Major's Orders some mounted 
Troopers and a few dismounted.

Exrracr oF a LETTER FROM Mooxtar June BAHADUR 1AE Crrcar’s Nar ar 
TINNEVELLY—-pDaTep 197 Roumzan 1215 HEGERY ANSWERING To 3°. Feprvary 1801. 


Last Night about the hour of ten Ramling Moudely the Dubash of Major Macaulay 
came to me in great Alarm and having tendered the Major’s Compliments to me said’ 
he had a Message to me, that a business happened to the Company in which if I stre- 
nuously exerted myself I should acquire a good name with the Company and much 
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eredit with your Highness. I asked what the business was. He said Fourteen 
Polligars including the Son of Cuttup Naik and fourteen Men their Servants (28 
Persons) were confined within the fort of Palamcotah in a prison near to the House 
of Golam Ally the Naib of the Fort--that in the Evening all the English Officers had 
gone to Dine at Major Macaulay's house without the fort, when the Prisoners suddenly 
rising seized the Firelock of the Centinal a Company’s Sepoy, wounded him with the 
Bayonet thereof and passing by the house of the Naib they went away to the Southern 
Gate which had been left open for Bullock &* to go out where therewas only one 
Centinal on duty and another prison [ Sic] sitting near him, both of whom they beatand 
taking with them 16 Stand of Arms belonging to the two guards they went out of the 
fort where there were sixteen or seventeen Poligar Peons in waiting whom having 
Joined they went off to the Hills about Two Gurry’s distance—That in the road they . 
fell in with some travellers whom they wounded—That the English Sirdars on hear- 
iug intelligence returned to the fort in great alarm, shut the Gates and Set about to 
put the fort in a State of Diffense lest the Polligars might attempt to escalade-—That 
the wounded Travellers who had arrived, had reported that the prisoners were joined 
by about a Thousand Polligars-—Therefore I should immediately give orders to the 
Cowlekars to pursue the fugitives and find out the place of their retreat. I accordingly 
sent instant orders by a Trooper to the Several Aumils io send the Cowlekars of the 
Deashcawells and Thulkwells & in every direction to discover the Place of refuge of 
the Fugitives and to bring immediate intelligence thereof. 


TRANSLATION. 


EXTRACTS OF A LETTER FROM Mooxtar June BAHAUDER DATED 21° Ruwzaun 
1215 Hecrry or 5™ Fesrvay 1801. 


The escape of the Son of Cuttabum Naik from the fort of Palamcotah has thrown 
the whole Country of Tinnevelly (which is his Cawelly) intoe-eonsternation, On the 
night of the 20‘* Rumzaun at the hour of one Pass Ramling Moodily the Dubash of 
Major Maeanlay by order of the Major wrote a Cadzhan Letter to his Vackeel here, 
and Sent me a Message by a Vompany’s Hercarra Saying the fugitive Poligar with a 
body of a Thousand Men had taken ‘refuge at the Vellynar Hills at the distance of 
four Leagues—that the Major was prepared ‘with the Troops of the garrison—--that I 
should keep in readiness the Troops of the Circar that I had got together, and be 
watchfull, and that I should moreover call in all the Infantry and Cavalry that were 
dispersed in the several Purgannahs and write to the Mootahdara to use every Mild and 
Conciliatory means to Secure the affections of the Several Cowlekars lest they might at 
the instigation of the fugitive Poligar raise disturbances. I learn’t from the Hercarra 
that there were 50 Company’s Sepoys stationed in the Villages of Oodpar and Addy- 
poor with Arms and Ammunition and that the fugitive Polygar on his way attacked 
them and took them prisoners and taking their firelocks he put them on their own 
heads and carried them off. Gopaul Kistna &@ state that the Monegars of the 
Districts had written them that in Consequence of the fugitive Poligar’s orders to the 
Several Cawlekars they (the Cawlekars} were collecting one or two Cotahs of rice from 
the Ryotts of every Village and sending it to the Poligar—that he had also demanded 
Money of the Ryotts who were willing to supply him, and that he had also summoned 
Esse Ryotts to attend him, and they say they must obsolutely [Sic] go or he will murder 

em. 

T understand it is the wish of Major Macaulay that having but a small body of 
Company's Troops in Palamcotah to Chastise and apprehend the fugitive Poligar ; the 
Cirear’s Troops should be with him on that occasion and I conceive this to be proper 
because the Punishment of this Poligar is necessary to the good order of the affairs 
of both states. I state this to your Highness but as much time will elapse before I 
can receive an answer, I shall without waiting for orders from the Presence, send the 
Cirear’s Troops with a Person at their head to the Major whenever he may call for 
them. To day Some Merchants were carrying some goods on Bullocks by way of 
traffick towards the Punjamahall and other Distriets of the Circay which are in the 
vicinity of the Hilla whereon the Polygar has taken refuge—Major Macaulay hearing 
this, seized the goods and put them in the fort of Palamcotah, saying if any 
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“Merchant in future attempted to carry away any goods he not [ Ste] seize them for the 

Company and punish the Person so offending—and he caused his Dubash Ramaling 

Moodily to write a Cadvan to this effect to his Vackeel here--and [ have directed 

the Mootahdars to give positive orders to all the Seyers not to suffer any Merchant 

t pass with goods, as the fugitive Poligar would thereby obtaim supplies of 
rovision.

Instant acquinting me with the ready disposition shewn by your Highness’s foujdar 
-of Tinnevelly to assist the Ufficer Commanding the forces in that Province in suppress- 
-ing the recent commotion excited by the disaffected Polygars of Panjalumeurchy. 
I received at the Same time from Major Macaulay a Strong Confirmation of the 
alacrity and Zeal displayed by Mochtar Jung on this Occasion : and J beg leave to 
recommend to your Highness’s favorable. Notices the Cordial Cooperation of that 
Officer on the late occasion. 

3. Your Highness will probably have been informed by Mooktar Jung that 
your Highness’s Russuldar, whom he had detached on the Service with Major 
Macaulay, could not be persuaded to avail himself of a favorable opportunity, which 
repeatedly occurred of Attacking the rebellious Polygars; and that Major Macaulay 
had in consequence dispensed with his farther attendance. 

4. I have stated this Circumstance for your Highness’s information, not with a 
wish of depretiating the Merits of your foujdar, but for the purpose of pointing out 
to your Highness’s particular observation the inutility of yoar Highness’s Supporting 
an expensive establishment of Troops, on whose Services in times of actual danger 
no reliance can be placed.

himself compelled him to return from the open Beach, on whieh he was proceeding 
in a peaceable Manner for the purpose of executing his public duties on the fort. 

A due Regulation of the Police in all places within the limits of the Recorder's 
Court has been for some time past under my consideration, and when executed will 
Save your Highness the trouble of any future Applications of this Nature. > 

In the meanwhile, as it is impossible for me to suppose that these Sepoys were 
acting under any Authority derived from your Highness I must request that your 

„Highness will investigate thie Circumstance, and Satisfy me that the Offenders have 
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received the Punishment due to a Violation of the public Peace, and an Insult to a. 
public Officer of the Government, under the pretended Sanction of your Highness’s 
Name. 

It is proper for me at the Same time to apprize your Highness that if in future- 
I sball receive any representations of Violence Committed by Seapoys or persons- 
pretending to belong to your Highness’s honorary Guard, it will be incombent om 
me, for the purpose of being enabled to make the proper distinctions to take effectual 
measures for prohibiting the Appearance of Armed Men or Persons wearing the Mili- 
tary dress without the Limits of your Highness’s Garden of Ohepauk except when 
in Attendance on your Highness’s Person.

Regular receipts shall be passed 
to your Highness’s Officers for the Quantity of Stores; and if the exigency of the 
occasion should require Major Macaulay to apply any part of them to the Service 
of the troops I shall account for the Quantity expended in whatever manner may be 
agreable to your Highness. ? 

2. I am Sorry to acquaint your Highness that too much reason exists for believ- 
ing that the eseape of the Prisoners from the fort of Palamcotah has been facilitated 
and that the Rebels have since been assisted on their projects by those, whose 
allegiance to your Highness and to the Company required them to oppose the pro- 
gress of the Rebels. I have therefore Authorised Major Macaulay to publish a 
proclamation of which i enclose a copy for your Highness’s information, denouncing 
the determination of this Government to bring to immediate trial and punishment 
any person, whether a subject of your Highness or of theCompany who shall be- 
detected in sach treasonable practises.

_ 1 bave been Supremely honored aud highly flattered by the receipt of the Letter 
which your Lordship was pleased to write me, intimating that, having received from 
Colonel Close an abstract of the Accounts, furnished him by me of the Collections. 
from the districts of Hurrihur, Maicunda and Holulgura. Your Lordship hag- 
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-derived much satisfaction on observing the Amount of the nett Revenue, as well as 
from the Accounts which reached you from different Quarters of the prudence of my 
Management and the Zeal of my Exertions for the extension of agricalture and the 
‘Comfort of the Inhabitants evident in every part of Maisur,—and particularly as 
these have been reported to your Lordship by Captain Wilks—TI have also paid the 
revenue of the abovementioned districts to Colonel Close and the mannerin which 
I may acquit myself of the duties incumbent on me, inthe Current year, will 
become evident to your Lordsbip—Promoted as I have been by your Lordship, — 
accordiug to my Judgement, I exert myself as it behooves me to do for the prosperity 
of the Country and the happiness of the Country People: when diffienlties occur, I 
represent them to the Colonel, by whose excellent Counsels Matters are adjusted 
from his wise Measures, the prosperity of the Country results, and my good Manage- 
ment originates. 


I accompanied the Colonel on a tour to ascertain and regulate the State of every 
-district. The Tanks and Watercourses which had been already repaired were in- 
spected—-and the Aamils were enjoined to repair the rest which had most of them 
remained in a ruptured and Neglected state for a series of Forty or Fifty years, — 
-ancient fields which, from the paucity or poverty of Inhabitants, had long been 
neglected, are now under Cultivation, by inviting Inhabitants for the purpose and 
fixing the proportions of the Sirear share of produce, according to each field the 
merciful rains of a bountiful providence have falleu in abundance—the Tanks have 
been replenished, the crops are luxuriant ; grain of every species plentiful and twice 
_as cheap as at any former period. The Superabundance of grain indeed Conduces to 
the diminution of the revenue, but, for as rhuch, as the low price of grain Contributes 
to the Comfort of the inhabitants and the enerease of population,—this difference in 
the receipts is the less to be regarded, since the happiness of the people is the prime 
-object of Consideration— Beaparies of the pay in Ghat resort hither tor the purchase 
of grain, and the Colonel having Authorized their exemption from duties, the neces- 
sary orders have been issued to the Aamils—-The Mutti Talál (Tank) situated on the 
Village Tunnaier which Tank had remained in a state of ruin for a series of years 
has been recently rebuilt in the Strongest manner, and at present contains a’ body of 
water of about Sixty Six feet deep (In the original twelve men’s depth). 


The Troops of the Maha Rajahs Sircar are Stationed at the different Places where 
apprehensions of disturbances are entertained and near the fort Munzurdbdd there is 
-a body of fifteen hundred horse, three thousand infantry and five thousand peons. 
The rains have now subsided—and as soon as the moisture of the earth shall be 
observed, under the divine blessing and the happy destinies of the powerful and 
Victorious Sirear, the troubles will be repressed and the rebels punished. The Honor- 
able Company’s Kists are regularly paid, accordingly as I stated in my address of the 
3" September last Viz! Contarai pagodas 70,2162 fanam monthly, and please God 
shall so continue to be paid. 


I am at present at Seringapam after having ascertained the affairs and accounts 
-of the circumjacent taluks. I shall again accompany the Colonel on a tonr of the 
remaining districts. 


Under the auspicious influence of the Company’s just and equitable administra- 
tion, the face of this province is gladdered [Sic ]—the blossoms of Peace are blowing 
and the blessings of tranquility increasing daily-—-and when your Lordship may have 
leisure to embellish this Country with your fortunate presence, thereby diffusing over 
it averdure excelling that of Spring, your Lordship will be able to appretiate my 
exertions. I expect to be favored and honored with the continuance of your 
Lordship’s gracious Letters. g

After Compliments 

After my arrival at Srirungapattam, I addressed an Arzi to your Lordship,. 
dated 15!" November last which your Lordship has probably received. 

Having continued with Colonel Close Bahadur for some days in Maisur I sum- 
moned the Aamils of the adjoining Taluks, arranged their Affairs and adjusted the- 
Money Collections. The Revulets of Ishtkeram pattam and Maisur, which by the- 
Neglect of the late Government, had been suffered to fill up, were, during the hot 
season of the late year in several places deepened and repaired, and likewise in the 
present year, the warm Season of which is almost arrived, I have caused the work to 


` be again commenced. 

At the present Auspicious period the Colonel has arrived at Wrynad in consequence 
of your Lordship’s orders to punish the refractory of that Quarter—and I am pre- 
sent with him, together with a foreo consisting of three hundred infantry, eight 
hundred horse and six hundred foot. I take every pains and preeaution to procure from 
the Conntry, Supply’s &™ for the Army and for the force with me I also procure Sheep, 
and there is no seareity. your Lordship will be more distinctly apprized of these- 
Cireumstanees by the Colonel’s dispatches—by the divine favor and your Lordship’s 
happy destinies the punishment of the rebellious and the termination of this service, 
will be speedily accomplisned. 

The Troops of the Maha Raja employed in repelling the enemy from Manzurabad, 

Each abont 13 mile. having left in that Fortress a Strong 

Garrison and provisions for six Months; 

encamped, during the Monsoon and heavy rains, about two or three Carohs * distance 

on this side of it with the view, not only to protect the Garrison, but to prevent the 

depredations and repel the incursions of the enemy on the Maha Rajah’s dominions : 

after the rains were over a month elapsed before the Moisture was absorbed — for these - 

last two Months however, the troops have been again employed and their operations 
are as follow : 

Around every Village, they (the enemy) diga trench and fortify it with a 
palisudo and Gateway therein are posted one or two hundred Men, aecording to the 
proportion of the Village, with firelocks and arms, ander your Lordship’s auspices, the- 
troops of this Sirear have stormed and taken, from ten to fifteen such Villages on this, 
and as many more, on that, side of the river, cut down the trees, levelled the trenches, 
&@ and laid the Country open. The enemy having posted themselves at Arégira had 
fortified a space of about two Carrahs extent, in the Jungles, abounding with hills 
and heights diging trenches and constructing palisados in several places, with paths 
behind for their eventual retreat. The troops of this Sircur attacked these strong- 
holds, routed the enemy, and having possessed themselves of a tract of nearly one and. 
a half Carroh—they cut down the Jungle, fillup [Svc] up the ditches and opeued the 
Country—but half a Carroh remains between us and Aragira—of that also we shall 
soon possess ourselves, reduce the place and punish the disturbers. Thus, by the 
divine favour, after these groubles shall have been tranquilized, the rout of the Basli- 
ghat which is the best and Most expeditious for the people of the Sircar, or for 
Merchants, passing from Srcrungpattum to Mungaloer will be open and easy. 

“I exert myself to the utmost for the tranquillity and prosperity of the Country, 
the Comfort of the people and the increase of population. The tanks are still repair- 
ing in different quarters, the Country improves and flourishes daily--and the Towns 
are already more populous and happy then heretofore. 
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Your Lordship may have learnt these Cireumstances from other channels.

I feel persuaded that your Lordship entertains no objection to the Ladies of my 
Family bathing in the sea on account of their Health, aod that your Lordship will 
be fully impressed with the Sentiment, that delicacy to the sex independantly of the 
Custom of this Country required that they shouid not in such a Situation be seen by 
any one. The place walled in does not extend above thirty or forty yards and the 
only inconvenience opposed, is the going at one end of the wall instead of the other.

Sooksawen and told the ers there was a Zenanah, that they must not opproach 
CSe]and that they might go round behind the circle of the Tent walls near the 
Church and they accordingly went the way pointed out by the Jamadar, 

The Jamadar aforesaid was next called and questioned. He deposed to the 
same purport as above. They both were then asked if they would attest what 
the [Ste] had said upon Oath, and they both agreed to do so. ‘There was no other 
dispute or disturbance with the said Bearers.

Ihave received your Lordship’s letter of the 13! Instant and lose no time im 
replying to it. 

What your Lordship has written on the importance of Major Macaulay being 
authorized to take effectual Measures to prevent the Rebels from gaining Possession 
of Arms and Ammunition, I understand in consequence of the disturbances raised by 
the Rebel Pollagar the necessity of chastising him and of Speedily quelling the 
Commotion. I am solicitous to render every assistance and have written repeated and 
pointed orders on that head to my Representative in the Tinnevelly Province,—and 
Mooktar Jung has issued strict orders to the Aumils of the Several Talookas, forbid- 
ding every person of the Country having any concern with the rebel and to prevent even 
a Single grain of provision or any Article of warlike or other Stores being carried to ` 
him, and denouncing the most exemplary punishment upon such as should favor the 
projects of the rebel Polligar. 


e. 
Previous to the receipt of your Lordship’s Letter, I was informed by Letter from 
Mooktar Jung under date the 222% Showall that he had at the request of the Com- 
manding Officer at Palameotah furnished Ammunition and other Military Stores and 
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‘a Gun Carriage, and I enclose Copies of three English papers that I have received on’ 
this Subject. I have however renewed my orders to bim, to supply without delay 
Guns, Fire-locks, and such other Warlike Stores as the Commanding Officer may. 
require trusting that your Lordship will be pleased, according to your promise when 
‘the business is over, to give me an equal quantity of the said Stores, and that you will 
now direet the Commanding Officer to pass his receipts for such Articles as he may 
receive. 


I have transmitted to Mooktar Jung a Copy of the Proclamation that your Lord- 
ship enclosed to me and I have just received a Letter from him stating that he had 
been furnished with a Copy by” Major Macaulay the Contents of which as well as of one 
that had been transmitted some time Since by M” Lushington, he had promulgated 
throughout all the Districts of Tinnevelly, and that in obedience to my positive orders 
he was using his utmost endeavours in performing the Services required of him at the 
‘desire of Major Macaulay ; one hundred and fifty Sepoys and twelve mounted Troopers 
belonging to the Cirear, have been detached with the Company’s Troops,——they are 
accordingly cooperating with them, in the defence of a Certain Pagoda where they are 
now posted which the rebels wished to get possession of. Mooktar Jung has also, sent 
Shroff and grain Bazars to the Camp, given a Dustuck for the remission of Duties to 
the Merchants of the Camp and furnished some Bullocks for which Captain Vesey the 
second in Command of the Detachment wrote him a Letter of thanks, a copy of which 
I enclose for your Lordship’s perusal In short my Representative furnishes the 
Commanding Officer with immediate supplies of provisions and euch other stores as are 
wanted for the use of the Troops of my Friends the Company without even waiting 
for my instructions I also enclose herein Translates of an Order and a Dustuck which 
he issued on these Subjects ‘to the several Talookdars, and Seeing the necessity of 
quelling the insurrection. and of aiding and assisting the Troops of my Friends, which 
are the thoughts of my heart day and night, I have directed my Representative to 
employ a judicious person on the part of the Cirear with the Detachment, that the 
supplies wanted, may be furnished without loss of time. 

Yeur Lordship in your letter of the 20 Ultimo informed me that the Russaldar 
who had been detached by Mooktar jung on the service with Major Macaulay could 
not be persuaded to avail himself of an opportunity that occurred of attacking the 
rebellious Polygars —this I understand. I enclose the Translation of a Mahzar that I 
have received which states the Circumstances and from which your Lordship will 
understand the particulars.

TRANSLATION OF CIRCULAR ORDERS (WRITTEN IN MALABAR) GIVEN py Mooxtar June 
BaHAUDER TO THE SBVERAL MOOTAHDARS & St IN THR PROVINCE OF TINNEVELLY 
~—Darrp 231? Mavsy 1210 PAUZALLY ANSWERING TO THE 47 Maron 1801. 


To all the Mootahdars, Managars and tue Vackeels of Managars of the several 
Mahalls, towns and Villages and to the Canoongoes, the Mahaujins, Ryotts, Volligars, 
Thul Cawellykars, Deash Cawellykars and all the Chokeydars,—it is written. 

Whereas at thie time M” Hugbes is appointed on the part of the Company to 
farnish provisions to the Victorious Army of the Company. It is required that [Ste] 
do attend with your Managers, Peons & ‘+ and having provided the Necessary Articles, 
Viz*, Rice, Dall, Horse Gram, Ghee, Lamp Oil, Fowls, Eggs, Limes, Fruit, Butter, 
Milk, Butter Milk, articles of Massall, Sheep, Firewood, Grass, Straw, Mudpots & % 
You will deliver them to the Merchants of this province, and having received the 
value in ready Cash from the Merchants of the Arm} you will immediately supply them 
with such of the abovementioned Articles as they may want—you will strictly order 
the Managars of the Thull of eaeh Village to collect and keep in readiness the aforesaid 
articles of Provision and such as M: Hughes may require immediately supply him 
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receiving the reasonable price for the same in Cash. . The Merchants of the Army 
-earrying the abovementioned Articles of Provision to the Army having the Signature 
of M: Hughes for that purpose, must not be hindered or Molisted under pretence of 
Duties or Imposts, but you are to pass them without waiting for further Instructions 
from your Mootahdars and whereas of the Articles abovementioned the occasion for 
‘sheep is the most prevalent, therefore in case the Signature of M" Hugbes. This 
Sanud of the Circar and the price is received, you will instantly supply M" Hughes’ 
People with such a Number of Sheep as may be wanted. 

The Proclamation that Major Macaulay, lately published ; you will take copies 
and have them daily and to all the Mahaajins, Ryotts 4nd other Inhabitants of the 
several Maholls under your Management and direct them to hold the Contents in 
rememberance. If any person or persons of the people abovementioned act contrary 
to the purport of the said proclamation in the most minute particular, he or they 
shall be hung up on the trees of that Talooka. 

You will consider this as a positive order and actin tonformity therewith.

TRANSLATION OF THE VIVA VOCE REPRESENTATION OF ManomepD Muran THE RUSSAL-- 
pak WHO was Emrioyep wits Masor MACAULAY AGAINST Punsaut Coorony 
197% Suowatt 1215 HEGERY ANSWERING TO THE [ Lacuna in the original]. 


The English Troops under Major Macaulay having marched from the Village of 
Shewelperry at about noon, on the same day arrived at Colunellore where Major 
Macaulay purposed to haalt and pitch his Tents—at this time the peons of the Enemy 
to the number of five hundred were observed to be rapidly approaching and having 
shewn an undanted face to the English Troops they devided to the right and left into 
two parties and marched towards the Village of Colunellore. The Knglish Surdars 
formed their Troops and the Enemy’s peons first fired Masquetry upon them—at the 
time I told the Major, it was the proper occasion for opening the Guns upon them, 
whereby the Enemy would be defeated. The Major Accordingly after a minntes 
pause brought a Gun in front of the Detachment and fired upon that party of the 
Enemy whom the Troopers were drawn up to oppose but without effect. He after- 
wards fired one Shot at the other party of the Enemy who were near the Village and. 
Killed one or two of them—at that instant Major Macaulay ordered me to fall upon 
that party with the Troopers, I told him there was the head of a Lake in front of me,. 
that if some Infantry attacked them on the Village Side I would fall upon them on the 
other Side. The Major accordingly went himself and called out 50 Sepoys with 
Captgin Hughes who marched one way Keeping upa firing Musquetry, whilst I 
attacked with the Troopers, which the Enemy’s Peons, not being able to sustain gave 
away and I pursued them. Captain Ilughes was then with the Sepoys and their Mus- 
quetry made the Peons fall back and I went on with the Troopers, untill I was 
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stopped by the lake which the horses-could not pass over. The Troopers being nex 
men, undesciplined, und the horses of a Small Size, they broke the line and remained 
inactive on observing which I rallied them, by calling out with a loud voice strike 
-sirike and taking another rout pursued the Enemy's Peons who kept up a continued 
fire. Hy this time the Sepoys had rejoined the Camp and the surdars were at Drumer. 
I had pursued the Enemy to the distance of two Ghuriies road from the Camp when 
I feli in with a Small hill at the fort of which there isa village wherein there was a 
body of two or three hundred peous with which the party that had retreated having 
joined, they arrived on the other side the Hill, aud I remained where I was. In the 
interim Captain Hughes sent orders to the Sepoys to return, and the Sepoys told me 
it would be improper to go on any further, and observed I would return with them 
upon which we faced about and were on the March back. In the way we met 
M” Hughes who said my Troopers had not done any Service. IL told him the horses 
/which belonged to the inhabitants of the Fown/ were very small like Yaboos which 
required to be lifted up by the Tail, and therefore no fault was attributable to the [Sie] 
—to this M* Hughes replied it was well, and desired me to return saying he would 
-Bee thereafter. Upon this I rejoined the camp with my Troopers, I went to the Major 
and made my Salam. He ordered me a chair upon which being seated he said I had 
done well, and desired I would go away and come again on the morrow. _ I arose and 
retired. One or two Ghurries after this the Major observing with his Spying Glass 
an herd of Cattle, sent word to me to take the Troopers and go with a Company of 
Sepoys and having surrounded the Cattle to bring them in and he desired me to put 
myself under the Command of the Company’s Subadar. I acccordingly went with 
the Troopers aud a Company of Sepoys under a Subadar in quest of these Cattle to the 
distance of five or Six Ghurries road from Camp, where there were two or three Vil- 
lages belonging to Punjaul Coorchy, and a body of the Enemy's Peons to the Amount 
Six hundred on seeing which, the company’s Subadar said We were at a great dis- 
tance from the Camp, that it would not be proper to proceed any further—and that we 
must face about and go off. {told him I was under his orders, if he meant to pro- 
ceed I was ready, or if he wished to return from where we were to the Camp, I was 
all obedience. He then desired me to call in two or three Troopers who were gone 
on, saying it was proper to return from that place. I accordingly called in the Troopers 
and was on the March back to Camp when I met an orderly of Major Macaulay who 
was eoming to call us back. In short we arrived at Camp and having made report to 
the Major, he said it was well and ordered me to encamp, which I did,—at night 
the Peons of the Enemy attacked the Camp into which they fired Musquetry. In the 
Morning the Camp Marehed to an height near the Village of Ootmadoor from which 
Major Macaulay could see with his glass a numerous body of the Enemy assembled in 
the Mudfort of Punjaul Coorchy—afier staying four or five Gurries on this high 
ground, the Camp was marched and encamped at the Village of Ootmadoor. Five gur- 
‘ties after this the Major sent me word to hold my Troop in readiness and to go and 
meet the Company’s Cavalry and a Detachment of Infantry ard conduct them to the 
Camp. Jaecordingly prepared the Troop, in the mean time the whole camp was put 
in motion and at about four oClock in the Afternoon, in the utmost alarm /having 
-placed me with the Troop under Captain Trotter in the rear/ marched off to Polam- 
cotah leaving the Camp equipage behind. I was in the rear of the Camp with my 
Troop untill the Evening, when night coming on the Major order me te go with the 
Troop ia front, which I did with Captain Trotter—at about seven oClock at night 
‘the Enemy’s peons attacked the rear of the Detachment and a Contest ensued. I was 
with my Troop in the front along with Captain Trotter and when we arrived on the 
bank of the Shewelperree River, Major Macaulay sent for me, I accordingly went to 
him with my Troop when he told me there was a Subadar with a Company of Sepoys 
posted at the Choultry and ordered me to repair thither and Stay there. J accord- 
ingly went end encamped with the Subadar. When all the baggage that was in the 
rear was brought up and placed in front, I and the Company’s Subadar marched*with 
the Detachment to Palameotah, where waiting upon the Major I made my Salam, who 
ordered me to take my Troop to Tinnevelly saying he would send for me. when he 
-should have occasion for my services., Whereupon J came to Tinnevelly. 
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. Whilst I was employed with my Troop under Major Macaulay, I implicitly 
obeyed every order that was given to me.

should be conducted with great caution, und that my determination of the question 
should be founded on the most clear and satisfactory evidence. 
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2, I am now happy in aquainting your Excellency that the Measures taken by 
me for this purpose have enabled me to pass a decided judgement on the conduct of M! 
Macleod, the late Resident at Tanjour.. It is not necessary to trouble your Excellency 
with the particular points, into the consideration of which I have been led in the 
pursuit of the truth, but it will be satisfactory to your Excellency’s mind to know 
that I have found the representation transmitted by your Excellency and the Queens 
of the late Maharaz Tulzagee to Lord Hobart to be strictly correct, that M% Macleod 
having received from Amer Sing the stipends destined for the maintenance of the late 
Rajah’s family, withheld the money from that purpose to the great distress of your 
-Excelleney’s family and to the disparagement of the Character of the Rajah Amer Sing, 
and finally that M? Macleod having by these means betrayed the trust reposed him 
by this Government has aggravated that effence [Sic] by producing false accounts to 
calumniate your Excellency. 


3. In the grounds of these facts I have considered it to be my indispensible duty

4. Having availed myself of the information which T expected to derive from 
your Exeellency’s Minister Dettagee, I have permitted him to return to Tanjour ; and 
recommend to your particular notice his fidility and attachment to your Excellency’s 
interests. your Minister will communicate to your Excellency all further parti- 
eulars. 

5. Having been informed by the late Resident M- Torin that your Excellency 
was desirous of restoring the accoutrements and arms of your Body Guard, I have 
delivered to Dettagee fifty pairs of pistols, and fifty hussar Swords, of which I request 
your Excellency’s Acceptance.

tity of Military Stores, my property is preserved in Palameotah and in Tinnevelly, 
your Lordship earnestly requests that I will furnish you with an order, directing my 
Fouzdar to transfer the Arms and Ammunition to the Custody of the English Officer. 
That regular receipts shall be passed to my Officers for the quantity of Stores ; and 
if the exigency of the occasion should require Major Macaulay to use any part of 
them, your Lordship will account for them in any manner that may be agreable to 
me”.

“In consequence of the disturbances raistd bv the Rebel Pollagar, the necessity of 

. Chastising him and of speedily quelling the Commotion, I am Solicitous to render 
every Assistance and have written repeated and pointed orders to my Representative 
in the Temnevelly province, and Mooktar Jung has issued Strict orders to the Aumils 
of the Several Talookas forbidding every person of the Country baving any concern 
with the Rebel — and to prevent even a Single grain of provision or any Article of 
warlike or other Stores being carried to him. Previous to the receipt of your Lord- 
ship’s Letter, he had at the request of the Commanding Officer at Palameotah fur- 
nished Ammunition and other Military Stores and a Gun Carriage. I have however 
renewed my orders to him to supply without delay, Guns, firelocks and such Warlike 
stores as the Commanding Officer may require: trusting that your Lordship will be 
pleased when the business is over to give me an equal Quantity of the said’ Stores ”. 


My Friend !—all these orders of mine for supplying the Commanding Officer 
with the said Stores and the prompt obedience paid by servants to those orders, are 
evident proofs of my readiness to Assist my Friends. 


Agreeably to the requisition of Mt Stevens a quantity of Stores was furnished 
by my Foujdar who took a receipt for the same a Copy whereof come enclosed. Mt 
Stevens having examined three Store houses of the Cirear in the fort of Palamcotah, 
declared that their Contents were unfit for service—and now seeing the necessity of 
providing for the security of the affairs of my friends, which I ever cousider to be the 
first and indispensible object, I have written the most pointed orders to Mooktar 
jung the Foujdar of Tinnevelly, to deliver over to the Commanding Officer, sueh 
arms and Ammunition and euch other Warlike Stores as may be in the Town of Tinne- 
velly and the Phouzdar will in Conformity with those orders. In consequence of my 
heriditary friendship and Attachment to the Company, I consider their Interest and 
prosperity to be my ehief good, the greatest object of my wishes, and I should 
not hesitate to sacrifice my blood to our ancient friendship. . 

I now send for your Lordship’s Information, Copies of six English Papers 
which I have received on the subject of stores and other necessaries which I have 
been supplied to the Detachment of my friends. The Foujdar and other servants of 
mine are night and day engaged in sending supplies to the Army, and they Bave 
Acccrdingly sent rice, Horse Gram and other Grain, Articles of Massall, Bazars, 
Sellora of Cloth, Elephants, Horses, Bullocks and Coolies in such quantities as 
were wanted, and Bamboos for making Battaries in great abundance—and they 
are ready to furnish such further supplies of Provision, and other articles as may

be wanted for the Army and required by the Commanding Officer—by the bless- 
ing of God from the assistance afforded from the District of Timnevelly in supplies 
of Necessaries, the Army is not distressed for any thing. 

I enclose for your Lordship’s information Translations of Extracts from 
Mooktar jeng’s Letters, and also Copies of five Sheets of persian Papers —directed to 
the several Talookdare on the subject of Necessaries for the Army. In consequence 
of my repeated orders, my servants in the Timnevelly are not and will not be 
neglectful for a Single Moment in furnish [Sie] the Necessaries to the Army of my 
friends.

Yesterday the Commanding Officer at Palameotah sent to me four Bullock 
Mastries and a Company’s Peon, desiring me to furnish him from the Town of Tinne- 
velly 150 Draught and 200 Carriage Bullocks. I sent the Cirear’s Servants, and on 
the 30%" Shawall sent 166 and today 112 Making 278 Bullocks under charge of the 
Company’s Bullock Mastries to Palamcotah. i 

Agreably fo the desire of the Commanding Officer’s, Bamboes are daily eut 
and sent off to Palamcotah; still he says he want (Sic) more and yet he won't send a 
Single Lascar of the Company to cat them. The Circar’s Lascars and the Builders 
belonging to the Pagoda are employed on this Service. 


4™ ZervauD 1215 Hrezry—20" Marca 1801. 

The Commanding Officer at Palameotah has taken powder from the Circar’s 
Magazine in the fort and passed his receipt for the same. Copy of the receipt and 
a paper stating the Circumstance of bis opening the Circar’s Magazine are enclosed.

Ramling Modely Dubash wrote a Cazan Letter to his Vakeel Kaumagee 
apparently by order of Major Macaulay desiring him to inform me that the Army with 
Major Shephard would this day halt at Pundarameoiam Choultry and that I should 
assist it by sending ten or fifteen Bazars with grain, Massals, Vegetables &™ Straw 
and other necessary articles. I immediately wrote off orders to the several Mootah- 
dars. Besides this Mootookumar pillah the Aumil of the said Choultry &* sent 
People with Bazars to supply the Army.

Yesterday Captain Vessey the Commanding Officer at Palamcotah at the desire ` 
of Major Macaulay wrote me a letter saying 120 Coolies were wanted for the Servico of 
the Company’s Army, und desiring me to collect them without delay and encourage 
them by telling them they should receive two Pagodas @#" Month eaeh man, 
and as the sending them to Palamcotah would cause delay, that I should send them 
off directly to the Army as they were collected, I accordingly watched all the Night, 
and having sot people to press the Movtahdars, I collected 85 Coolies and sent.

The Letter, which in the fullness of your Favor, you wrote to me on the 9! 
April, was presented to me by my Sirkeel Dettagee Appah, on the 224 of the Same - 
Month. The perasal of this letter gave me a higher Degree of pleasure than can be 
expressed in writing. 

At the time that I was endeavouring to act Agreeably to the wishes of the Honora- 
bie Company, and by the correctness of my Conduct, merit and encréase your friend- 
ship, M Macleod disregarding the truth exerted himself by his fabrications to 
excite a false Impression, injurious to my integrity, and to destroy my Credit and 
reputation. 

But the Honorable Company being just and equitable, and above the influence 
of National prejudices, fixed their Attention upon the discovery of the truth alone, 
and having determined the difference between M* Macleod and me with the Strictest 
regard to Justice, have given a proof, the most convincing, to the whole world, of 
their Impartiallity in Causes in which their friends may be concerned, and of their 
inviolable attention to justice.

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i have a perfect confidence that in future also, you will Arrange all my Affaire 
-agreeably to Propriety, aud without any Diminution of my Dignity. 

I have received fifty pairs of pistols and fifty swords which you bave done 
me the favor to seod for the use of my Body Guard. I earnestly pray that 
your favor may daily encrease, and that I may Continually Receive fresh proofs of it.

267 Zernier 1215 HEGERA or 
107° May 1801. 


The pain and concern which I feel on account of the troubles and disturbances 
excited by the rebellious Polligar, and the consequent desolation of the Tinnevelly 
province is beyond discription. His peonsin their depredations on the Villages have 
caused a defalcation in the Kevenews [Sic] to the Amount of some ‘Thousands, the 
Ryotts have been plundered and made prisoners and unbounded outrage has been 
committed upon the Circars people in beating and putting them to death. The Situa- 
tion of the Renter of the District of Punjamaul ia as follows. Heis with afew people 
shut up by the Rebells peons in the Pagoda of Trechendoor and god only knows what 
his fate may have been by this time. I send for your Lordship’s perusal translations 
of two Letters that I have received, one from Mooktar Jung and the other from the 
said Renter. I trust, with the blessing of God, that by the exertions of the Troops of 
my Friends the English, the rebellion will entirely be crushed, but the province of 
Tinneyelly which is the principal source whence I derive my Kists has, by violence, 
Oppression, plunder and depredation been involved in Ruin and immense loss. In the 
present Year the Districts of Ongole and Pulnaud (which are likewise appropriated to 
the Kists) have suffered very materially from a severe Storm of wind and Rain, I 
assure myself that your Lordship, in your friendship, will feel for all these hardships 
that I labour under and will compassionate my Situation. I send for your Lord- 
ship’s Information Copies of two Letters from Major Macaulay and Captain Vesey 
expressive of their Acknowledgements for the assistance that has been given to the 
Detachment, from which your Lordship will see how far Mooktar Jung and the 
Mootahdars of the Circar have aided and assisted the Detachment, The Powder and 
other stores in the Town of Tinnevelly have been delivered over by the Cirears Naib 
to the Charge of the Commanding officer at Pollamcotah for the purpose of security 
according to your Lordship’s former desire. I accordingly enclose copies of four 
receipts for your Lordship’s Information, from which you will observe that the Arms 
and Ammunition are all unserviceable. 

The Outstanding balance of the Deasheavelly Money of last year Amounting to 
Ch: 5,306,,8,,6 as P= your Lordship’s letter of the 29% November last, has been paid 
in full by Mooktar Jung to M! Lusbington and Copy of that Gentleman’s receipt for 
Ch* 5,486,,27 comes enclosed. 

The Commanding Officer at Ongole in consequence of misrepresentation® from 
two Sepoys who were on their way to Aydrabad, sent a guard to the Seaport Town of 
Curwear seized the Aumii, Ryotts, and Conicopolies, confined them in the guard at 
Ongole, and not satisfied with so doing, is pressing them severely for Money. This 
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Circumstance of oppression has alarmed other Ryotts and caused an interruption in 
the Collections. Where was the necessity of the Commanding Officer at Ongole, 
carrying off and imprisoning the Cirear’s Aumiland Ryotts, and those too of a Place 
that was without the limits of his Command, for Curwear is in the Nellore District 
where there is a separate Commanding Officer—such proceedings are highly inju- 
rious and dishonorable, and hitherto no Commanding Officer of Ongole has presumed 
to send guards to Seize the Circar’s people. Enclosed are Translations of two Letters 
from the Aumil of Nellore on this Subject. I trust your Lordship will signify to the 
Commanding Officer your disapprobation of his intemperate Conduct, and that you 
will be pleased to issue Orders to him for the liberation of the people confined, and to- 
refrain from similar proceedings in future.

Vencatrow the Renter of the Mootah of Punjamahall who resided at Mahanaud 
in the District, on hearing of the Approach of Peons belonging to the Rebel Polligar 
retired to Trichundoor with four guards of Sepoys, some Troopers and Orderly’s of the- 
Circar who were with him for Collecting Money. The Rebel’s Peons to the Number 
of Three hundred Suddenly arrived and surrounded Trichundoor. The said Renter 
is shut up in the Pagoda from whence he wrote me a Letter which I have enclosed 
herein for your Highness’s information. 


TRANSLATION OF A LETTER FROM VENCATROW RENTER ENCLOSED IN THE ABOVE, 
Daren 5™ Zetyier 1215 Heceny—i9™™ APRIL 1801. 


I was at Mahanaud when intelligence arrived that the Rebels were coming to 
Plunder that place, on which I retired with the four guards of Sepoys, the Jamadar 
and Troopers and the Sazawell Orderlies to Trichundoor. Yesterday at noon a body 
of the Rebels peons to the Number of 800 with Calpermaul pillah and one Benjaude , 
Naik a Cherrokar armed with Firelocks and Pikes suddenly arrived at Trichundoor 
upon which I immediately with the Sepoys &? took refuge in the Pagoda where T 
now ain. The Rebels have surrounded the place Since yesterday and are plundering 
and Committing devastation. They Compelled the Mahaujins and Thulstans of the- 
Temple to attend them who asked the Rebels the reason of their coming to Trichnn- 
door as that place belonged to the Temple. They replied they did not mean to- 
interrupt the affairs of the Temple, but that they had business with the Renter, and 
the Troops who had taken refuge init and who had on the part of the Cirear Collected 
Money from Mahanand, Calchurpattan &™ which he had by him and if they delivered 
up their Arms and Ammunition and the Money, it will be well for them, otherwise 
they (the Rebels) would not let them escape, that they would send for Troops, attack - 
the Temple, plunderit and take them away prisoners. F : i 

I have hitherto remained here with life,—now the Rebels have sarr ‘ 
Temple of Trichundoor in which I am with guards of Sepoys & without Mints 
ance and without Ammunition, if you will please to send four Companies of Sepo s. 
my Life and the lives of the four guards of Sepoys &™ will be saved, otherwise T 
must fall a Sacrifice—there is uo hope for our Lives,—Your Compassion is absoiutel 
necessary. The Rebels are plundering all around Culehurpattan, Mahanand &® th M 
day the Munnagar sent from Culehurpattan Sixty two Chuckrums with four eons — 
in the road the Rebels Seized the peons and took away the Money and a their 

Cloths and then set them at liberty. Such, Sir, are the acts of oppression committed 
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by the Rebels. It is very difficult to send off any Letters or Cazhans from hence, and 
it will be impracticable to give you any further accounts of occurrences as the Rebels 
have Completely surrounded us on every side; therefore be pleased speedily to send 
Troops-——to save us, otherwise we have no hope but in God. 


MEMORANDUM 


Major Macaulay has reeeived the Fouzdar’s letter and enclosure from Trichun- 
door—-he hopes that the party in the Pagoda will maintain the post uatill reinforce- 
ments arrive whieh are advancing on all sides. 

When they approach nearer, measures may be taken for expelling the Banditti 
from the whole of the Eastern and Southern parts of the Provinee of Tenuivelly. 

Major Macaulay requests that the Fouzdar will accept his warmest thanks for 
his very friendly and handsome Conduct.

After all the trouble you have had before in providing things for the Detach- 
ment—TI am sorry yet that J am ander the necessity of giving you more trouble but 
without your kind assistance it will not be ya my power to procure the things wanted 
for the service of the Detachment in the field—a letter I have just received—they 
are much in want of the following things about a 1000 small Bamboos about 
three fingers thick about 6 or 7 feet long and some as large as Tent Bamboos—but 
longer—or else larger or smaller, but smaller will do, as much as can be got. I 
think if the Cawn would be so good to order them from Shankerncoil or Tanketehie 
they could send them here directly, so my letter from the Major of Brigade says by 
order of Major Macaulay—we also want 5 or 6 hundred Carriage Bulloeks. . I have 
ordered the Paymaster’s man here to collect them as fast as possible, but he says he 
cannot do it without your Assistance, he has my orders to advance money to the 
Bullock peocple—we are also in much distress for wood to make three more axeltrees 
and three pair of Checks for 6 pou*"—after the very handsome manner you have 
exerted yourself to supply our wants ever Since the Commencements of the Troubles. 
It is with much reluctance that I am now under the necessity of giving you more 
trouble—but what can be done, as without your assistance itis not in my power to 
procure the things wanted.

ANSWERING TO 222 APRIL 1801. 


Two Sepovs of the Company who had gone from Hydrabad to Madras were on 
their return with some property, when stopping at the Bunder of Curwear they 
required the Aumil to supply them immediately with two Coolies which was complied 
with, and they went away and haulted at a Choultry without the Town and the 
[Sic] caused the Coolies at Night to Sleep near them. It appears from their 
representation that some thief had opened their bundles and Stolen property 
therefrom and that some Cloth &* a part thereof had been found on the ground, the 
Sepoys arose in the night accused the Coolies of the Theft and beat them severely, 
but not making any discovery, in the Morning they Seized Letchman Row (one of the 
Cirear’s Muttesseddees whom I had sent to enquire the Situation of that place after 
it’s sufferings from the late Storm) the Aumil and the Ryotts and demanded their 
Stolen property and in doing so they treated those people very roughly—the Aumil 
Ryotts &* said * you haulted in a Choultry without the Town gituated on the public 
Read. God knows what passenger may have carried off your things, we are not 
responsible for them. Thousands of people pass and repass and if we were to answer 
for cvery thing that is lost by Travellers there would be no end to it besides it is 
not the custom of this place.”—The Sepoys after this went off to Ongole where I 
know not what representation they made which induced the Commanding Officer at 
Ongole to send a guard of Sepoys together with the two Sepoys aforementioned 
with orders to seize and bring to him Letchman Row and the Aumil and Ryotts &% 
of Curwear. Letchman row the Muttesseddees on declaring that he had’ nothing 
to say in the business, did not go—but the Aumil and Ryotts &% were carried away 
to Ongole by the Commanding Officer’s Sepoys. 

May it please your Highness !—the Bunder ef Curwearis Situated on the high, 
road and a place of passage for thousands. It was only once entirely plundered 
by the Thieves of Bungar Rauzc and in the late Storm it was totally desolated. and 
the Ryotts complain saying — if they are to [Lacune in the original) fined for 
such Robberies as are committed in consequence of the neglect and earelesness of 
Travellors how are they to exist. Besides this this Commanding Officer at Ongole 
Notwithstanding it did not belong to him having by his guard forcibly carried off 
the Aumil Ryotts &* ofa Village belonging to this Talooka at the every [Sic] 
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time of the Collection of Money &* and that without my knowledge and contrary to 
custom ; all the affairs of that Bunder are deranged and the poorer Ryotts of the 
place seeing the situation of the Aumil and the Head Ryotts are alarmed. ; 

I have represented this for yoar Highness’s information and hope orders ma 


be sent to the Commanding Officer at Ongole to set the Circar’s Aumil and Ryotts 
&@ at liberty and to forbear from such Conduet hereafter. 


TRANSLATION OF a LETTER FROM Surasueerry Row rme Renrer or NELLORE. 
Dated 22? ZELHIGE 1215 HEceRY answenine To 6™ May 1801. 

I have already fully represented to your Highness the Circumstance of the Com- 
manding Officer at Ongole having sent a guard to the Bunder of Curwear and by 
force carried off the Aumil Ryotts and Conicopolies upon the representation of two 
Sepoys travelling to the City of Hydrabad, of their having had something stolen from 
them and I enclosed translation of a letter from the Aumil on that Subject. The 
Officer has not yet liberated them and an Havildar of the Cirear who went to the said 
Bunder to collect Money and accompanied the said Aumil &* to Ongole and is now 
returned informs me that the said Commanding Officer demands of them an hundred 
Pagodas and is pressing them for the payment—-and when I desired M!

nance of the Governor General and of your Lordship that the Sapling plant of this 
State nurtured by your Lordship’s Generosity and protection should continue for 
ever to flourish. 


I shall be most Sincerely Submissive and obedient to Captain Maleolm 
considering the performance of my duty as the means of my own happiness, and 
eonsistently with your Lordship’s expectations the prosperity of the Country will 
be daily promoted by our mutual Cooperation.

We also avail ourselves of this Opportunity to inform your Lordship, by the 
Command of our Master, of his affectionate Sentiments and friendly instructions 
towards the Honorable East India Company, and of his readiness to fulfil all the 
Articles and Stipulations of the treaty which was coneluded between his illustrious 
ancestors and the Honorable Hast India Company. We have likewise to assure your 
Lordship that our Master, from the time of the demise of bis Venerable father’ and 
certainly become a party to the treaty — and we are confident that as long as our 
Master shall cheerfully perform all the duties and obligations which by Virtue of ' 
the Said Treaty are incumbent on him, So long shall the friendship and amity of 


the Honorable Company and of their Representations here be continued to him in 
the same manner, as it was to bis father.

Governor IN COUNCIL.

We who stand appointed to Administer the affairs of the Carnatic during the 
minority of the Navab, deem it incumbent on us in the'present State of the Navab’s 
affairs to address your Lordship. 

His Highness the Navab by the Virtue of the will and wish of his revered 
father being heir to the dominion of the territories of the Carnatic, because the 
Successor /to his father/; and this Circumstance took place notoriously and right- 
fully, according to the expectation previously entertained concerning it by the World. 
Altho’, from certain communications which passed between the Navab and the 
public Officers of Government—and between these Officers and us, who are His 
Highnese’s representations, we bad understood that the abovementioned Circumstance 
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was not anknown to your Lordship, who had with the fullest confidence and Cer- 
tainty agitated those Said Communications and Negotiations; nevertheless, we did 
not omit to notify the Said Circumstance to your Lordship; on the Contrary, we 
formerly addressed a Letter to your Lordship on the Subject, and we at the same [Sic] 
gave notification of the same Circumstance to the Sirdara of Hindustan altho’ in the 
Abovementioned letter, we communicated, on the part of the Navab, the Strongest 
professions of His Highness’s friendly intentions and Sentiments,—and assured your 
Lordship in the most impressive manner, of His Highness, and of our own wish to 
fulfil all the existing engagements between the Compuny and the Navab of the 
Carnatic ;—and altho? we manifested our intention to listen to any thing which 
your Lordship might propose, provided it might Conduce to strengthen the mutual 
friendship, and to encrease the important interests stipulated in the treaty ;— yet, 
until this hour we have not been favoured by your Lordship with a publie reply to 
our address—nay latterly your Lordship suspended even verbal discussion upon the 
subject of our address, and omitted those observances due to His Highness’s honor 
and dignity, as well as the credit and attention owing to ourselves. 


If this were not a predicament of extreme necessity, we shouid with patieuce- 
have waited for your Lordship’s reply. We should have postponed until your Lord- 
ship’s leisure, our endeavours to obviate the many trving dilemmas in which the 
Navab, on his Suceession, was involved; and with which, on our undertaking the 
important and responsible trust of deputies, we were ourselves encompassed. 


But being apprehensive that essential injury to the honor and critical interests 
of the Navab might result from delay, the necessity of the case, and the importance 
of the business compelled us to deviate feom the forms of external Ceremony. 


Your Lordship is not unacquainted with the Situation in which the Navab was 
pleased [Sze] on the demise of his revered parent ; and it were Superfinous for us to 
describe it. But the Government from motives of precantion, which we cannot 
mention, sent a body of Armed Troops, subjeet to your Lordship’s Commands, into 
the residence of the late and present Navab, which Troops still remain there, as your 
Lordship knows. 


The ostensible motive for sending-thither these troops was, that, in the probable 
event of the death of the late Navab, they should protest [Sve] the rights and affairs 
of the rightfull Successor and prevent any detriment to either ; and we are Persuaded. 
that, consistently with the treaty, no other intention than the above Could have been 
entertained ,— seeing then that the object of deputing those troops, Viz! procuring the 
Attendance and obedience to the present Navab, of all the Subjects and Servants of” - 
the Sircar, has been readily and Cheerfully accomplished, and that infuture there is no 
fear nor danger, we would therefore hope that your Lordship will with all practicable 
Celerity remove an armed body, no now [Sec] longer necessary—for, the continuance 
of a body of armed troops, at the palace of His Highness, has an effect on the Minds 
of His Highnese’s people, and in the Eyes of the Vakils of other Sirdars, which it is 
unnecessary for us to explain—with a view then to uphold the honor and respect of 
His Highness in the Eyes of the People of his own Durbar, as well as in the eyes of 
the Surrounding powers ; the withdrawing of these troops ie expedient and since thie 
measure is very necessary and very evident; we doubt not that your Lordship will 
acquiesce with pleasure and order it to be done accordingly. 


We are extremely concerned that all the communications and personal discus- 
sions which have taken place’ between us and the Officers of your Lordship’s Govern- 
ment, relative to the demands of the Company, and the Succession of the Navab, 
have not yet had any influence—the failure of these Negotiations is not ascribable to 
any disinclination on our part or on the part of the Navab, but to the very heavy, 
pay injurious demands made of us, demands which were not warranted, either by the 
mode, the time, or the circumstance in which they were made. 


Adverting to the extraordinary trust which we have been invested, to the 
important obligations and high responsibility of that trust ; it behooved us, deliberately 
and maturely to weigh the propositions which had been made to us—nor cen your 
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Lordship consider this surprizing.—-but our difficulties were considerably enbanced 
from this circumstance that, altho’ we requested the Officers of Government to 
give on their demands in writing ;—yet they refused to do so, and this noncompliance 
has been productive of doubts, uncertainty, and daily misunderstanding. 


Charged as we are with a duty of great trust and importance, it was sufficient 
‘for us to have been cautious—moreover, our perfeet. reliance, on the good faith of the 
english nation, our confidence in your Lordship’s Veracity, and our undiminished 
respect for the personage under whose orders, apparently your Lordship acts, induced 
us to accede to a daily conference unusual, indeed, and wnseasonuble. We trust that 
the above cireumstances will be Sufficient to exculpate us in the eyes of His Highness 
and in the view of the World, from the imputation of blame for having deviated from 
the established practice of conducting sueh negotiations, by written documents —had 
_ we not swerved from a line of conduct Sanctioned by the practice of ages; we con- 
ceive, we had better consulted the interests of the Navab—the views of the Company 
and the satisfaction of our own minds~——if indeed, the purport of the personal confer- 
ences had been committed to writing, the advantage of it would have appeared and 
the object of one party, or of the other, might probably have been achived—in the 
present state of affairs, we are apprehensive that from our manner of expressing our 
Sentiments and intentions, what we have communicated on the part of the Navab, . 
may not have been Perfectly understood. 


With a view therefore to acquit ourselves of any impropriety, as well in your 
Lordship’s apprehension, as in that of the World,—we now reiterate to your Lordship, 
in Council, the professions of our readiness, on the part of the Navab, to filfil every 
Stipulation or Stipulations, of the existing compact between the Navab and the 
Company, likewise to receive and Settle any Proposition, not incompatible with our 
duty, which may tend to increase and confirm the alliance between the Navub and 
the Company, and may be calculated to promote their mutual interests and welfare, 
whether such propositions Shall be founded on the purport of the paper formerly given 
in by us, or on any other principle consonant with your Lordship’s indulgenee and 
wishes. : 


We have restrained ourselves from expressing our feelings and Sentiments to 
your Lordship on the distressing and heart afflicting transactions which have taken 
place, and are going on at this time in the palace of the Navab; all apparently with 
the Sanction and approbation of an authority, which we are always inclined to respeot 
——We are unwilling by writing on the subject to increase those embarrassments in 
which we are at present invelved—nay, in order to obviate these embarrassments, we 
are ready to accede to any reasonable measures—our silence then, respecting this 
business cannot be construed into a want of feeling or attributed to hardness of

The Ordinance of the holy Law, as well as established Precedent and the practice 
-of the Chalifs and Sultan is this, that a Man’s Son becomes his heir and when a father 
makes his son his heir, and gives the son all the property acquired by him the 
father, then such son becomes heir and proprietor, without the participation of 
another—-and if the father be proprietor of territory and previously to his death names 
his Son as his heir, such son then becomes heir accordingly, whether he be a

: : legitimate * Son, or not, and if a person. 
* 7 7 > 
From the Womb of his proper Lawful Wife. possessed of territory and having a Son, 


‘should make another, whether an adopted, or a mere Stranger his Successor or 
Executor, then it behooves all to obey the person so appointed. 


Such is the rule of inheritance as observed by the orthodox Chalifs. 


For the first Chief,* the leader of the faithful and the Chief of the just altho’ 

* Abu Baker he had a son appointed the most distin- 

` 3 guished Among the just and Prince of 

-the faithful, i.e., Omr Son of Chatab, as his Executor and Suceessor—. and the prince 
of the faithful Omr, followed the same rule. ' 

The Sultans who succeeded the Chalifs observed the same Law. 

For, from the time of Abd ul Malik who was King cf Arabia and Persia, antil 
the reign of Abu Mansur Davaniki of the family of the abassides, and Harun Rashid 
and his natural Son Mamun Rashid and Muntasir, and Mutavakel ; the Succession to 
the Sultanut proceeded in this manner—these were Kings of Arabea and Persia-—and 
-of the Sultans, their Successors until the Present time each Sultan who at the time of 
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his death made a will nominating a person to succeed him, was succeeded by the 
person so named as Sultan :—and Such person as refused to aceredet the person so 
appointed to be Sultan, was doomed to imprisonment and death. 

Thus then, Contormably with these Evidences of Law and of Preeedent, and with 
the usage of present and preceding Sultans, the inheritance and the right to all. 
matters of right and property belonging to the Navab Walajah Amir ul Hind, 
devolved to the deceased Nayab Omdut al Omra and from the said deceased, to the 
Navab Taj ul Omra. Because the deceased Navab having appointed his Executor 
and heir and Successor, theudeparted this life, Wherefore, the proprietor of all these 
rights is the Navab Taj ul Omra Bahadur—and intervention of another as Contrary 
to Law and precedent. = ih

Lately, also therewas a Sum of Money my property amounting to 3703 Š 
Pagodas and 222 Company’s Rupees deposited with Chaujah Kami ul Den Ge 
Azim nl Dowlah Bahadur baying imprisoned the Chan possessed himself of the said 
Money. 

One of your Lordship’s Chobdars were sufficient to have conve t 
Lordship’s Commands, when I should not have failed to send the Tene G ee 
Presence. But the terror and Alarms excited in the minds of Children and ook 
Tomen, by ie meen appearance of Korham ali the Dubash of the Colonel, and 
a Military force ad better leave to your Lordship t ai ; 
myself to describe. - ee aoe “tiempt

I have had the honor of receiving your Highness’s letter of Yesterday’s date, 
and Am Sincerely Concerned that any event should have cecurred of a nature 
unpleasant to your Highness. 

-Your Highness Knows that during the existence of their Highness’s the Nabob 
Walajah and the Nabob Omdut ul Omrah deceased the British Government carefully 
abstained from anv interference in the internal Government or in the domestic affairs 
of those princes. The treaty which has recently been concluded with his Highness 
the Nabub Azeem ul Dowlah Bahadur fwhom God preserve/ leaves no latitude for 
the interference whieh your Highness desires. But I shall have the honor of commu- 
nicating at an early period of time your Highness’s letter to the Nabob Azeem al 
Dowlah Bahadur; and as I am satisfied of His Highnese’s earnest disposition to 
cultivate that harmony with his family which is necessary to it?s happiness and to 
it’s reputation, So I trust that your Highness looking to him as the constituted head 
of that family will omit no means of conciliating his good disposition towards the 
establishment of union and cordiality with the Subordinate branches of the family.

TRANSLATION OF A LETTER FROM SuLtam UL Nissa Beeum ro ras Rica 
HONORABLE LORD CLIVE Governor &4 &4* det 


DATED 28? SEPTEMBER. 


I bave been honored by the receipt of your Lordship’s letter of the 20™ Enstant 
which has comforted my anxious mind. My Lord Altho’, Adverting to your 
Lordships rank and dignity, F should scarcely have presumed to address your Lord- 
ship ; yet, as her late Highness my revered Mother when speaking of the great Lord 
Clive Bahader, the very kind friend of this family, used to designate him by the 
name of brother; I venture to detail with the pen of friendship the Protection and 
Patronage and security which this family has experienced. 


‘It is as evident as the sun that the Navab Walajah, in the plenitude of his 
power as Ruler of the Country and head of this house possessing supreme Controu] 
over this family and who Conferred on them all the benefits they enjoy ;—that the 
said Navab, nevertheless, behaved to them with the utmost degree of indulgence and 
generosity. Notwithstanding this, individuals of the family, on being dissatisfied 
used to seek the protection of Government for during the first administration of 
Lord Pigot, the late Shahmut Jung Bahadur repairing to Madras procured the 
order of Lord Pigot to the Nabob Walajah for sending his Wife and Family then at 
Trichinopoly to the Presidency which was done accordingly—and during the Period 
of Lord Pigot’s second Administration four Nephews of the Nabob Walajah Vizt 
Sumsam ul Dowlah Bahadur, Abdul Hakim Chan, the late Jane Zehan Chan, and 
Amir ul Dowlah Abdul Kadur Chan Bahadur resorted to the protection of the Gov- 
ernment. During the Government of Lord Hobart, Hafez Housn Ali Chan one of the 
brothers of the Navah Omdut ul Omra Bahadur was received into the protection of 

, Government——and the more recent case of Abd ul Samd Chan Bahadur Diler Jung and 
hie brother, is within your Lordship’s Knowledge—how that the Navab Omdut ul 
Omra could not exercise his will over them but was obliged to use Coneiligtory 
measures. Rut my Lord, the Umbrage taken by these refugees did not arise from any 
injury they had met with from their immediate Chiefs ; but merely because certain 
wishes they had-entertained had not been gratified—hence they remonstrated—-and 
hence they found Protection.

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But how does it come to pass that Now, when the whole family are in danger 
of Josing their Character, their honor, their lives &* Yet they find no protection in 
your Lordship’s Government. Fifty years have elapsed, during which period we have 
experienced your Lordship’s friendship —and fora period of almost eighty years have 
we experienced the protection of the Company. We cannot donbt that the patronage 
of your Lordship, the protection of the Company’s banner and the Security and 
Safety of the gracious King of Great Britain is extended to us. 


Your Lordship was pleased to write that Azim ul Dowlah Bahadur was extremely 
desirous to live on terms of harmony with the individuals of the family and to Consult 
their honor and Comfort. My Lord the individuals of the family are influenced 
by the same wish—but were the oppressions which they have experienced and to 
continue to experience by the conduct of Azeem ul Dowlah to be detailed, the 
Circumstances would Convert the Cheerfulness and Serenity of your Lordship’s mind 
into uneasiness and Chagrin. ; 

Your Lordship was pleased to suggest that a View to establish unanimity and 
eoncord among the different individuals of the family, I should use my best 
exertions to conciliate and satisfy Azim ul Dowluh—Mvy Lord, Myself aud the rest of 
the family are in reality the friends of Azim ul Dowleb—for, he is to me, and to 
most of the family in the relation, either of a Son or Grand Son but, the late irregu- 
larities of his conduct towards the family, are oppressive and repugnant to Such a 
Conneetion—over and above his former violence and Tyranny I shall relate the 
Transactionsof yesterday. Tfticharu] Dowlah Bahadur my brother in law, who labours 
under an excessive palpitation of the heart, and to whose health some exercise in 
the Cool of the evening, is necessary? has nevertheless, since yesterday, been 
confined ty his house by Azim ul Dowlah’s Orders. Moreover the. family Physician 
who having attended on us in Administering Medicine tor upwards of twenty years, 
is acquainted. with the respective constitutions of the family—he has been imprisoned 
by the Direction of Azim ul Dowlah—the Sick of the family are consequently reduced 
to a State of distress and danger. Azim ul Dowlah, yesterday, also sent a Message 
by Korban Ah directing Taj ul Omrab to deliver up to him the Seal of the late Navab 
(madut ul Omra, otherwise he should cause his food drink fuel and other means of 
subsistance to be with bolden. 


My Lord I formerly represented to your Lordship that our prosperity was 
destroyed—now our very lives are in danger. ; 

My Lord three things are to this family, indispensable; 1% the means of our 
subsistance 2 & 32 the exercise of our Ceremonies of Condolence and Congratula- 
tion. Now your Lordship is entrusted with the former responsibility—and the 
Controul of the two Jatter rests with the head of our family—that head, at present, is 
the Navab Syful Mulk Bahadur. , A 

In short the object of this long detail, is this, that, by your Lordship’s favour. 
the matty of this family may be suffered to live in peace and safety—unmolested, 
unoppressed under the flag of the Company protected by your Lordship’ 
from the Violence of all. oF sail patinage 

Your Lordship was so just and good as to write me that you should direct *

TRANSLATION OF A LETTER FROM THE ANWERI & WALAJAH’S FAMILIES 
TO raz Rrent HONORABLE THE Governor IN Counc. 


Daten 117 Decemesr 
Recsrvep LIT De ? 1801 


On the 20% November we addressed your Lordship in Council upon the subject 
of our helpless Situation, but have not hitherto been favoured with a reply. The 
necessity of attending to our personal safety suffers us not to remain inactive, and if 
we should appear importunate, this necessity must be our excuse but we request 
your Lordship’s immediate attention to our Situation. 

Having already publickly represented to Your Lordship in Council the hardships 
of our Situation it were Superfluous now to retrace them. We hope they are not 
forgotten, altho’ we have not hitherto received the Consolation of a Satisfactory 
answer. We cannot however imagine that this Consolation is unattainable and the 
estimation in which we hold your Lordship’s virtues and these of the Gentlemen of 
the Council, renders it impossible for us to harbour the idea that the tyranny, the 
oppression, the degradation exercised over us, and represented to your “Lordship in 
Council, that these injuries are to pass, uninvestigated, unredressed. 

Since we last represented our case, and our impatience of it, to your Lordship it 
has become still more severe and alarming, i 

Our imprisonment is such falas ! that our lot shouid be so altered/ that it must 
excite compassion in your benevolent minds. We have been loaded with opprobium 
and insult—insults, which add bitterness to the cup of adversity, and render the chains 
of our captivity, barbarous as they are, more aftlicting still. 

Weak helpless and innocent as we are, the hand of tyranny and oppression has 
been extended over our persons and property—the doors of some of our habitations 
have been violently broken, and our private apartments invaded and disturbed by a 
territying body of hirelings, without a shadow of Justice, and without the Semblance- 
of a reason to authorize so unjust so unwarrantable a proceeding. 

The residence of our Prince, the heir of eur deceased elder brother hath been 
unjustly broken—-i.e. the doors have been forced open—his private apartment pland- 
ered his friends calumniated and reviled—his servants beaten and himself obliced to 
flee before an infamous ruffian rabble, /we cannot call them soldiers, / F his 
interior apartments, to protect what is dearer than life ; his honour and reputation 

It is unnecessary that we shall apprize your Lordship in Council, whence all thi 
has originated, it is equally unnecessary we should point to your Lordship in Cou il 
to what consequence this cruelty and injustice quickly tends—a consequ Te 
evident and inevitable that a very idiot may anticipate it. ae 

It is incumbent on this prince the rightful heir and on th ili 
these Circumstances to your Lordship it Council, in the conviction Hist ire : 
humanity, your own reputation the fair fame of the English name and’ the ieee nf j 
which your Lordship represents, will induce your Lordship to interpose your P a à 
for the prevention of irregularities a like incompatible with justice and r ower 
to the best feelings of human nature. K SPagnant

from the precinets of Chepauk keep us in some place of safety in the Castody of the 
Company—-afford us a pittance for our necessary Support, buf suffer us not to remain 
within the grasp of an oppressive power which admits of no bounds and acknowledges. 
no law and whose acts receive encouragement and support from the troops who 
surround him wearing the uniform of the King of great Britain and the Company.

In the name of God. 


I have had the honor of receiving two papers signed by some of the most 
respectable persons connecied with their Highness’s the late Nabob Mahomed Ally 
and the late Nabob Omdut ul Omrah. 


-It is known to those respectable Persons that the British Government, actuated 
by motives of national magnanimity and moderation relaxed the exercise of the posi- 
tive rights which it had acquired under the violation of the Alliance by their 
Highnesses the late Nabob Mohomed Ally and the late Nabob Omdut ul Omrah : that 
relaxation was referable to no tacit Acknowledgement of any dormant right on the 
part of the family of those deceased Nabobs ; but it originated: in the generous wish 
founded on a long intercourse of friendship and union, to preserve to that respectable 
family it’s antient rank among the princes of Hindostan, 


Under that moderated exercise of the power acquired by the British Government, 
It had a right to expect the chearfull acquiscence of every branch of that respectable 
family in the Arrangements finally adopted for the security of the British intereste in 
the Carnatic and for the preservation of the dignity of that respectable family ; 
but it is snfficiently known that a General and unreasonable resistance was opposed 
to those Arrangements by the Persons who have signed the present representation ; 
while many of those individual persons endeavoured to advance pretentions of a 
distinct and Personal interest, thereby manifesting un indisposition to any arrange- 
ment which would have been suggested. . 

When the British Government finally determined to elevate His Highness the 
Nabob Azim ul Dowlah Bahadur /whom Heaven preserve/ to the rank of Nabob of 
the Carnatic, I encouraged a reasonable ground of expectation that the suppression 
of those discordant pretensions would be followed by a cordial and gratefull disposi- 
‘tion on the part of the family to meet an arrangement calculated in a particular 

aX 
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‘manner to support the ancient dignity and honour of that house. In this hope, E 
caused timely Communication to be made by my authority and in the name of the 
British Government, to the principal Members of the family, informing them of the 
intended elevation of the Nabob Azim ul Dowlah Bahadur /whose Shadow be 
extended/ and inviting them to be present and to partake the honors of His 
Highnese’s installation. 

Tt is known to the respectable Persons, who have signed the present representation 
and itis notorious to the whole World that not one of those persons attended that 
distinguished ceremony ; thereby manifesting a determined hostility to the Nabob 
Azim ul Dowlah /whom God preserve/ an ungratefall disrespect to the British Govern- 
ment, and a perverse adherence to the Spirit of those Councils which had terminated 
in the forfeiture of the right of the family. 


This Publie denuntiation on the part of the family of it’s disaffection to the 
Nabob Azim ul Dowlah /whose life be prolonged/ was Consistently followed by a Syste- 
matie resistance opposed to the endeavours of that Prince and to my exhortation for 
the purpose of establishing union and affection among the different members of that 
respectable family. 

The progress of these unhappy dissentions I have continued to observe with the 
utmost degree of concern; and I regretted that the advice respectfully offered by me 
to Her Highness the Beegum Sultan ul Nissa in my letter of the 20% September last 
Should have failed to produce that conciliating disposition on the part of the family 
which it was my desire to establish. 


Under these circumstances of public insult and of resistance to the Authority of 
the Nabob Azim,ual Dowlah /whom God preserve/ it is neither improbable nor 
unreasonable that His Highness should have felt, sentiments of resentment towards 
those persons, who have not hesitated to avow in the most public manner their 
determined enmity to His Highness. But I deem it necessary to state in the most 
formal manner that the Nabob Azim ul Dowlah Bahadur /whom God preserve/ had 
repeatedly afforded to me satisfactory evidence of his disposition to revive the bonds 
He da and of natural affection with the dissentient members of His Highness’s 

Fe - 

Those members of the family, who have signed the representations addressed 
to me, have appealed through me to the British Government against the violence 
imputed to His Highness the Nabob Azim ul Dowlah’ /whose shadow be extended 
stating the confinement of their persons, and the usurpation of their Property. í 


When the Nabob Azim ul Dowlah was raised to the rank of Nabob of the 
Carnatic, His Highness succeeded to the rights of his illustrious ancestors heretofore 
Nabob’s of the Carnatic: during along period of time those rights have been exercised 
within the jurisdiction of the British Government and every member of the family 
knows that the British Government never interfered otherwise than by the interposi- 
tion of it’s friendly Offices in the internal Arrangement of their Highness’s Domestic 
(Economy. one of the most memorable events, which could have required such an 
interference was the death of his late Highness the Ameer ul Omrah fof blessed 
Memory/ but it is intimately known to some of the most respectable persons, who 
have signed the present representation, that the Nabob Mahomed Ally /who Ds in 
heaven; exercised on that oceasion the full and undisputed rights of an independ- 
ent sovereign, according to the Mahomedan Laws, unqualified by His Highness’s 
existing engagements with the British Government. ~ 


The principles of the engagement existing, at that period of time were Simi 
those of the treaty, by which the Nabob Azim ul Dowlah /whom God eee 
made himself the instrument of restoring the foundations of Alliance with the British 
Government and of the rank and dignity of his own illustrious family, [t is thera- 
fore iacumbent on the British Government to respect the rights acquired to His 
Highness by the late treaty, and it is my special duty to resist every attempt which 
may be made to encroach on those rights or to violate the principles of the alli $i 
now firmly and perpetually established. re 
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At the sametime however that I declare in this formal manner the resolution of 
the British Government to preserve to the Nabob Azeem ul Dowlah /whose Shadow 
be extended/ the rights which his Highness has acquired by treaty: I also declaro- 
an equal determination to oppose an uniform resistance to Such an exercise of power 
within the jurisdiction of the British Government as Shall be incompatible in my 
judgement with the honor and dignity of the British Nation. 


Upon these principles it is incumbent on me to declare that if the Nabob Azeem 
ul Dowlah /whọm God preserve/ should have actually exercised His Highness’s 
power in the manner and to the extent implied in the Pepresentation, I should have 
felt it to be my duty to remonstrate with his Highness and ultimately to resist such 
an exercise of power. But such an exercise of power is manifestly inconsistent with 
the vegilance of the Pritish Government, and with the Constant intercourse established 
with the Palace of Chepauk. It is also consistent with ‘my positive Knowledge that 
some of the facts stated in the representation are highly inflamed and maliciously 

‘exaggerated. But notwithstanding this impression, I shall not hesitate to interpose 
my good offices, and to require from His Highness the Nabob Azeem ul Dowlah 
/whom God preserve/ an explanation of the Circumstances of injury stated in the 
representation. 


As soon as I shall have received that explanation, I shall have again cecasion 
to address myself to those respectable persons who have signed the Representation 
and to afford them all the satisfaction which may be consistent with the faith of 
the British Government and with a truc state of the facts.

I have observed with much concern that the endeavours of your Highness. 
and myself to conciliate the minds of some of the principal branches of your 
Highness’s family have proved unsuccessfull; as long as the Arrangements which 
have been recently concluded for the affairs of the Carnatic were depending, It was 
natural to suppose that some of those persons interested in the event would feel a 
disposition to oppose your Highness’s pretensions but I indulged a reasonable 
expectation that the final Conclusion and ratification of the late treaty would have 
removed those rival Grounds of animosity ; and would have established a permanent 


foundation for reuniting those branches of the family in the bonds of affection and 
duty with your Highness. 


These Sentiments your Highness knows I had the honor of Communicating to 
‘Her Highness Sultan ul Nissa Begum on a former occasion; bat having since 
received further representations stated to be on the part of the family I consider it 
to be proper to furnish your Highness with a Copy of those papers, together with the 
copy of an answer which I have inclosed, and which I request your Highness to 
transmit for the information of the persons who have signed the representations. 

It is not my intention by the transmission of these papers to establish the 
grounds of any improper or unusual interference in your Highness’s domestic affairs. 
I am duly sensible of the delicacy which it is ineumbent on the British Government 
to observe towards every person, and particularly towards the female part of the 
families of the late Nabob Mahomed ally, and of the late Nabob Omdut ul Omrah. 
Iam aware that your Highness, as the constituted Head of that family is the 
proper ee of regulating it’s domestic Œèconomy and of Composing it’s internal 

asentions.

of the family in it’s rank that your Highness will readily perceive the degree of 
‘Concern with which I must receive Commuuications of the nature of those inclosed 
and although I have every reason to believe from my constant intercourse with your 
Highness, that these representations are extremely exaggerated, It is yet incumbent 
ou me, both with respect to the publie station which I have the honor to hold and 
with regard to the attention due from me to your Highness and to your Highness’s 
family to transmit those papers to you, and to recommend to yotr Highness to 
endeayour by the constant observance of that moderation and forbearance which, is 
becoming your station, to remove every ground of Complaint and to retrieve the 
affections, of persons so nearly related fo your Highness.

Lord Clive, your Lordship’s illustrious father, having had a great affection 
for me in my younger years, used to call me his son and intended to establish me ag 
Soubadar of Bengal : owing to my youth at the time, my mother was unwilling to 
part with me ; otherwise I had heen, until this time Sonbahdar of Bengal—such has 

“been my destiny !—Since that time owing to the interference of my brothers, I 
have lived in a State of difficulty and embarrassment. 


On your Lordship’s arrival as Governor of Madras, I rejoiced exceedingly — 
thinking that as my brother became Governor, my prospects should open and my 
wishes be accomplished- 


Owing to the intervention of my Brother the Navab Omdut ul Ounrah, I was 
prevented from renewing and explaining to your Lordship my former friendship. 

I did imagine that when my brother should be no longer in my way, I Should 
obtain what is my right—but Government having, for various reasons, deemed 
such a measure inexpedient, resolved on the measures, which have recently taken 
place, and as I have always studied your Lordship’s pleasure, Jpacquiesced, 


In this Spirit, and in Conformity with your Lordship’s Commands, I was the 
first who went to visit the Navab Azim ul Dowlah Bahadur. [I hope therefore 
that your Lordsbip, whom I Consider as my brother will take me by the hand and 
support me ; in all matters small and great, 

I now proceed (more particularly) to my case. 


In the family of my father, Walajah thro’ the divine favour, there were many 
Children and a large expenditure—but none of my brothers has such a family as 
I have heretofore, I had other means of assistance, besides my Jaghire—notwithstand- 
ing which [ found it difficult to subsist myself-—at present the trouble and distress 
which I experience to support myself, itis not fit that I should explain to my friend— 
‘suffice it to say, that I am in a state of the utmost embarrassment and perplexity. 

I beg therefore that your Lordship out of a kind and generous regard to the 
paternal affection which your Lordship’s father had for me, would be pleased to 
render my Circumstances easy by an increase to my allowance of 800 Pagodas 
making up my present allowance of 1200 Pagodas to 2000 Pagodas per Mensem 
also to pay me the same from the Commencement of the fusli year from which date 
-a balance would be due me of three Months. 
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It your Lordship should direct me to be paid in this manner from the Company’s 
Treasury I should esteem it a high obligation, otherwise, my existence will be 
exposed to much distress,
